Gentlemen  of  Common  Council  : — In  assuming  the 
duties  of  President  of  this  Council,  it  is  with  sincere  grati- 
tude I  express  my  appreciation  of  the  honor  conferred  in 
electing  nie  to  preside  over  your  deliberations.  To  you, 
gentlemen,  will  be  presented  many  occasions  calling  for  the 
highest  wisdom  in  your  legislation.  With  earnest  effort  on 
your  part,  the  improvement  in  public  affairs  that  marked 
the  past  may  be  safely  anticipated  to  continue  in  the  future. 
The  affairs  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  with  its  large  area 
— rapidly  increasing  population,  heavy  debt  {accumulated 
not  alone  by  increase  of  current  exjwnses,  hut  by  permanent 
improvements  of  a  j^uhlic  character  demanded  by  the  people) 
— great  need  for  yet  further  improvements  in  bridges, 
highways,  opening  of  new  streets,  schools  and  sewers,  en- 
tailing a  larger  expenditure  of  money,  which  may  exceed 
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the  amount  produced  from  our  limited  resources  of  taxa- 
tion, make  it  more  difiicult  of  administration  than  are  the 
interests  of  several  States  of  the  Union,  our  own  among  the 
number.  Whilst  I  do  not  feel  inclined  to  recommend  any 
plans  of  improvement  or  enterprise — as  it  is  assigned  by 
law  to  the  Mayor  to  "  recommend  the  adoption  of  all  such 
measures  as  he  may  deem  expedient  for  the  security,  health, 
cleanliness,  improvement  and  welfare  of  the  City" — I  may 
be  allowed  to  say  Philadelphians  have  reason  to  congratu- 
late themselves  that  of  late  years  so  much  has  been  done  to 
advance  the  material  wealth  of  our  metropolis.  The  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  dwelling  houses,  the  creation  of  a 
magnificent  park  (a  vital  lung  to  the  health  and  happiness 
of  all  classes  and  conditions  of  our  citizens) — the  enlarge- 
ment of  our  manufacturing  interests — increased  railroad 
communication  to  all  sections  of  the  country,  and  the  near 
approach  of  the  time  when  again  Philadelphia  commerce 
shall  be  conspicuous — all  go  to  produce  a  greater  increase 
of  our  resources,  and  we  may  reasonably  hope  in  a  short 
period  the  revenue  derived  therefrom  will  be  sufficient  to 
liquidate  our  indebtedness.  In  your  hands,  my  fellow 
members,  rests  the  legislation  of  the  City.  Guard  well  its 
financial  condition  ;  resist  every  attempt  to  increase  expen- 
ditures for  which  payment  has  not  been  provided ;  and  I 
assure  you,  gentlemen,  it  will  not  only  be  a  discharge  of 
duty  on  my  part,  hut  a  pleasure^  to  co-operate  with  you  in 
securing  the  passage  of  any  and  every  measure  tliat  will 
secure  to  the  City  of  Philadelphia  wise  and  judicious  laivs 
— an  honest  and  economical  government.  Again,  gentlemen, 
accept  my  thanks  for  the  honor  conferred.

Item  8.  To  pay  for  professional  services  in  connection 
with  the  trial  of  Edward  Smith  for  poisoning,  two  hundred 
and  fifty  (250)  dolhirs. 

And  warrants  shall  be  drawn  by  the  City  Commissioners 
in  conformity  with  existing  Ordinances.

materials  furnished  or  the  work  done,  or  the  amount 
which  may  be  due  them  therefor,  when  said  contract  is  so 
rescinded,  until  all  materials  and  work  on  said  bridge 
herein  provided  for,  are  furnished  by  the  said  The  City  of 
Philadelphia,  or  any  contractor,  for  the  uncompleted  work 
and  unfurnished  materials,  and  then  in  such  case  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part  shall  only  receive  the  value  of 
the  materials  furnished  and  work  done  at  the  time  this 
contract  shall  be  rescinded,  which  sum  shall  be  ascertained 
by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor :  Provided^  That  the 
entire  work  herein  contracted  for,  if  the  contract  is  re- 
scinded as  aforesaid,  shall  not  exceed  in  cost  the  price  or 
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sum  herein  provided  for,  and  if  it  shall  so  exceed,  then 
such  excess  shall  be  deducted  from  the  amount  found  to 
be  due  to  the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  as  hereinbefore  provided:  And 
provided  further^  That  no  such  rescission  of  the  contract 
shall  release  the  sureties  of  the  said  party  of  the  second 
part  in  the  bond  given  herewith,  but  the  said  sureties 
shall  still  be  liable  for  any  excess  of  cost  of  said  work 
over  the  price  or  sum  herein  provided  for. 

And  in  case  this  contract  shall  be  so  rescinded,  it  is 
understood  and  agreed  by  said  party  of  the  second  part, 
that  the  said  party  of  the  first  part  may  at  once,  without 
any  notice  to  said  party  of  the  second  part,  procure  or 
employ  any  other  party  or  parties  the  said  party  of  the 
first  part  may  deem  proper,  to  furnish  the  work  and  labor 
remaining  unperformed  under  this  contract,  and  furnish 
the  materials  unsupplied  at  the  time  this  contract  is  so 
rescinded,  at  any  price  and  upon  any  terms  conformably 
with  the  then  current  rates  which  said  party  of  the  first 
part  may  deem  proper ;  and  in  such  case  the  party  of  the

shall  first  state  in  writing,  specifically  designating  the 
same  is  or  are  not  in  accordance  with  the  specifications 
aforesaid,  and  shall  replace  the  same  to  the  satisfaction 
of  said  officer,  at  the  expense  of  the  said  party  of  the 
second  part,  and  that  they  will  observe  the  directions  of 
the  said  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  in  the  prosecu- 
tion of  said  work. 

And  it  is  further  covenanted  and  agreed  by  and  between 
the  parties  hereto,  that  in  case  of  disputes  arising  between 
the  said  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  and  the  said  party 
of  the  second  part,  relative  to  any  cause,  matter  or  thing 
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contained  and  set  forth  in  this  contract,  that  the  same 
shall  he  referred  to  three  arhitrators,  of  whom  the  said 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surve3'or  and  the  said  partj-  of  the 
second  part  shall  each  choose  one,  and  the  two  tlins 
chosen  shall  select  a  third,  and  a  decision  hj  a  majority 
of  whom  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  in  the  premises. 

And  the  party  of  the  second  part  further  covenant  and 
agree  that  they  will  prosecute  the  said  work  with  dis- 
patch, and  complete  the  same  within  twenty  months  from 
the  date  of  this  contract. 

And  the  party  of  the  second  part  further  covenant  and 
agree  as  aforesaid,  that  during  the  construction  of  the 
work  herein  provided  for,  and  until  the  same  shall  be 
entirely  completed,  they  will  observe  and  comply  with  all 
and  singular  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth  now  made  or 
to  be  made  in  regard  to  the  construction  of  bridges,  and 
shall  and  will  keep  harmless  and  indemnified  the  party  of 
the  first  part,  from  all  suits,  accidents,  costs  and  damages, 
by  reason  of  any  cause  arising  out  of  neglect  thereof  by 
the  partjT-  of  the  second  part,  their  agents,  servants,  or  any 
of  them,  it  being  expressly  understood,  that  all  and  ever}' 
damage,  cost  and  loss  however  arising  and  happening,  by 
reason  of  anything  done  or  omitted  in  the  construction 
herein  provided  for,  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  their 
agents  servants  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  borne,  paid  and 
suflered  by  the  party  of  the  second  part  solely  and  wholl}', 
except  such  damages  as  result  from,  and  are  the  direct 
consequence  of  the  construction  of  the  said  bridge  itself, 
as  authorized  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  independently 
of  the  acts  or  doings  "of  said  party  of  the  second  part 
under  this  contract. 

And  the  party  of  the  second  part  further  covenant  and 
agree  by  these  presents,  to  and  with  the  said  The  City  of 
Philadelphia,  that  no  claim  other  than  for  interest 
upon  balances  due  shall  be  made  by  them  for  any 
delay,  inconvenience  or  suspension  of  work,  or  hindrance 
to  the  furnishing  of  materials,  which  may  arise  or  be 
caused  by  reason  of  any  litigation  or  legal  or  equitable 
suit,  action  or  proceedingwhatever,  or  judgment,  order  or 
decree,  or  decision  made  therein,  to  be  instituted  by  any 
person  or  persons  averring  or  claiming  any  infringement  of 
any  right  or  injury  to  his,  her  or  their  estate,  real  or  per- 
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sonal,  arising  from  the  coustriiction  of  said  bridge,  but 
the  time  for  the  completion  of  said  construction  shall  in 
such  case  be  considered  as  extended  during  the  time 
for  which  there  shall  be  such  delay  arising  from  the 
causes  aforesaid.  And  in  order  that  the  extent  of  such 
delay  maj^  be  ascertained,  it  is  understood  and  agreed  by 
said  party  of  the  second  part,  that  it  shall  embrace  the 
period  commencing  with  the  time  when  the  City  Solicitor 
shall  notify  them  of  the  commencement  of  such  proceed- 
ings, and  any  subsequent  notice  received  from  him  of 
their  termination,  and  that  they  may  proceed.  Said 
party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agreeing  to  notify  forth- 
with the  City  Solicitor  of  any  writ,  order  or  decree,  served 
upon,  or  legal  or  equitable  proceeding  whatever,  com- 
menced against  them,  touching  or  concerning  the  erection 
of  said  bridge,  whether  the  said  city  is  made  a  party 
thereto  or  not.  And  in  the  event  of  a  final  injunction, 
order,  judgment  or  decree,  being  awarded  against  the  city 
of  Philadelphia,  or  the  party  of  the  second  part,  prohibit- 
ing perpetually  the  construction  of  the  said  bridge,  it  is 
hereby  covenanted  and  agreed  that  this  contract  shall  be 
deemed  and  taken  as  cancelled  and  ended,  and  as  though 
the  same  had  never  been  made,  and  in  such  case  tlie  said 
party  of  the  second  j)art  shall  have  no  claim  upon  the 
party  of  the  first  part,  for  any  damage  or  loss  whatever, 
resulting  to  or  to  be  incurred  by  them,  by  reason  of  the 
termination  thereb}'  of  the  building  of  the  said  bridge,  or 
of  this  contract,  except  for  materials  actually  furnished, 
or  for  materials  actually  purchased,  and  upon  which  work 
shall  have  been  done  by  the  pai'ty  of  the  second  part  for 
the  said  bridge,  and  for  the  labor  done  in  and  about  the 
erection  of  the  said  bridge,  at  the  time  when  the  work  of 
the  said  part}^  of  the  second  part  shall  be  stopped  and  sus- 
pended l)y  reason  of  said  proceedings. 

The  said  party  of  the  second  part  further  covenant  and 
agree  to  take  down  and  remove  the  present  bridge  and 
piers  at  their  own  cost  and  charge.  And  if  any  of  the 
old  masonry  in  the  wing-walls  of  the  abutments  which 
are  to  be  retained  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer and  Surveyor  aforesaid,  be  of  insufiicient  strength, 
or  of  defective  material,  the  said  [larty  of  the  second  [art 
shall  rebuild  the  same,  without  any  addition  to  the  amount 
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to  be  paid  uuder  this  contract.  Tbe  said  party  of  the  second 
part  shall  be  at  liberty  to  use  any  of  the  stone  in  the  pres- 
ent bridge  in  the  construction  of  the  new  bridge  without 
any  charge  to  them  for  the  same:  Provided^  The  use 
thereof  shall  be  approved  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor.  •And  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  further 
covenant  and  agree,  that  before  taking  down  and  re- 
moving the  present  bridge,  or  after  such  removal,  at 
the  discretion  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  they 
will  first  build  and  place  in  position  a  timber  bridge,  with 
a  roadway  twenty  feet  in  width,  and  with  two  sidewalks, 
each  five  feet  in  width,  north  of  the  present  bridge,  and 
put  the  same  in  proper  condition  for  travel,  and  maintain 
it  until  the  new  bridge  is  ready  for  use  (risk  of  fire  ex- 
cepted), and  thereafter  remove  and  take  away  the  same. 

The  said  party  of  the  second  part  further  covenant  and 
agree  in  manner  aforesaid,  that  all  of  the  materials  to  be 
furnished  under  this  contract,  shall  be  of  the  best  descrijD- 
tion  of  their  several  kinds,  and  that  the  workmanship  re- 
quired to  be  done  hereunder,  shall  be  first-class  in  every 
respect. 

And  in  consideration  of  the  premises,  the  party  of  the 
first  part  hereby  agree  to  pay  to  the  party  of  the  second 
part,  the  sum  of  $1,480,280,  in  manner  as  follows, 
viz. :  On  or  before  the  fifth  day  of  each  and  every 
month,  during  the  progress  of  the  work  under  this 
contract,  a  detailed  account  shall  be  rendered  by  the  party 
of  the  second  part  to  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
of  the  total  quantity  of  materials  delivered  upon  the 
ground  and  built  into  the  work  ;  and,  also,  of  iron  work 
in  2:)rogress  of  manufacture  at  Phoenixville,  which  shall 
be  paid  for  in  proportion  to  the  amounts  set  forth  in  the 
annexed  schedule,  marked  "A:"  Provided^  That  if  in  the 
prosecution  of  the  work,  there  shall  be  a  great  increase  in 
any  of  the  estimated  quantities,  or  fluctuations  in  the 
prices,  the  schedule  shall  be  so  modified  that  the  monthly 
estimates  shall  not  exceed  in  amount  a  fvo  rata  value  of 
the  whole  sum  to  be  paid :  And  provided  further^  That  the 
amount  to  be  paid  by  the  party  of  the  first  part  for  iron,  or 
other  materials  not  delivered  to  the  said  party,  shall  not 
exceed  the  sum  of  $200,000.  The  Chief  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor shall  examine  the  same,  and  upon  approval  thereof 
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(after  deducting  from  the  total  sum  thus  found,  the  amount 
of  previous  payments),  shall  issue  a  certificate  for  the  bal- 
ance, less  a  drawback  of  ten  per  cent.,  to  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Highways,  who  shall  forthwith  draw  a  warrant 
therefor  upon  the  City  Treasurer,  which  said  warrant 
shall  be  paid  in  cash.  The  drawback  of  t^i  per  cent, 
shall  be  retained  from  each  monthly  payment,  until  the 
sums  so  retained  shall  amount  to  $75,000,  after  which  the 
said  monthly  payments  shall  be  made  in  full. 

The  said  sum  of  $75,000,  shall  be  paid  to  the  party  of 
the  second  part  within  ten  days  after  the  bridge  shall  have 
been  opened  for  public  use ;  and  all  other  balances  shall  be 
paid  to  said  party  within  sixty  days  after  the  bridge  shall 
have  been  so  opened  and  accepted  as  complete  and  satis- 
factory, according  to  the  terms  of  this  contract.  And  the 
said  party  of  the  second  part,  hereby  further  covenant  and 
agree,  that  in  the  event  of  non-completion  of  the  bridge 
in  the  time  specified  herein,  that  they  will  forfeit  and  pay 
to  the  party  of  the  first  part  the  sum  of  $100  for  each 
and  every  day  that  may  elapse  after  the  termination  of 
the  specified  period,  as  aforesaid.

1st.  The  centre  of  the  west  pier  to  be  107  feet  from  the 
old  abutment. 

2d.  The  three  river  spans  to  be  each  197  feet,  with  a 
single  river  span  on  each  shore  of  137  feet. 

3d.  The  truss  to  be  of  a  uniform  depth  of  23  feet,  and 
the  shore  drive,  under  the  bridge,  to  have  18  feet  in  the 
clear. 

4th.  The  elevation  of  deck  at  the  centre  of  bridge  to  be 
b^  92-100  feet  above  the  datura,  with  a  rise  of  .0025  to  the 
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eastward,  and  a  fall  of  .006  to  the  westward  ;  drainage  to  be 
provided  at  the  piers. 

5th.  The  roadway  to  be  67  feet  6  inches  between  curbs, 
and  the  sidewalks  each  16  feet  3  inches.  The  road  to  be 
divided  into  seven  tramways. 

6th.  The  lateral  ties  to  be  all  made  in  the  interior 
trusses,  so  as  to  leave  an  unobstructed  space  between  the 
outer  lines,  which  shall  be  arranged  for  laying  a  floor  for 
footways  on  the  lower  chord,  if  desired. 

7th.  The  abutments  to  be  built  according  to  desio^n 
(marked  S.  L.  S.,  No.  1),  with  south  retaining  walls  faced 
with  granite,  and  extending  at  both  ends  67  feet  6  inches 
from  the  face  of  the  abutments,  above  the  bridge  seat. 

I  have  submitted  the  design,  with  the  above  statement  of 
dimensions,  elevations,  &c.,  to  Messrs.  Clark,  Reeves  &  Co., 
who  have  accepted  them  in  writing,  as  modifications  of 
specifications  under  their  contract,  without  additional 
cost. 

This  will  accommodate  the  Park  drives  and  walks,  and 
will  not  interfere  with  the  rights  of  the  Schuylkill  Naviga- 
tion Company,  and  will  aftbrd  additional  facilities  for 
travel. 

The  length  of  superstructure  will  be  reduced  12  feet,  and 
the  bridge  increased  SO  feet,  making  a  total  length  of  1,000 
feet.

That  in  pursuance  to  the  order  of  Common  Council,  they 
met  on  Friday,  the  tenth  day  of  January,  1873,  at  four 
o'clock  P.  M.,  and  on  other  days  to  which  the  meetings  were 
from  time  to  time  adjourned. 

Your  Committee  have  considered  with  great  care  the  evi- 
dence submitted  to  them  on  the  part  of  the  contestant  (the 
respondent  not  deeming  it  necessary  to  offer  any  testimony), 
and  have  given  a  full  and  patient  hearing  to  the  arguments 
of  the  respective  counsels  for  the  contestant  and  respondent. 

The  evidence  submitted  by  the  contestant  was  devoted  to 
show  or  prove  that  the  return  in  the  Eighth  Division  had 
been  changed  so  as  to  give  the  vote  of  Mr.  Ligget  to  Mr. 
Ilorne,  and  Mr.  Home's  vote  to  Mr.  Ligget,  thereby  elect- 
ing Mr.  Ligget. 

The  officers  of  the  election  were  examined,  and  the  evi- 
dence was  of  such  a  contradictory  character  that  your  Com- 
mittee deemed  a  greater  portion  of  it  as  not  worthy  of 
belief.  The  Judge  of  the  Eighth  Division  stated  the  return 
filed  by  him  in  the  Prothonotary's  office  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas,  and  signed  by  him,  as  such  return  was  so 
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filed,  that  he  did  not  attend  the  meetings  of  the  Eeturn 
Judges  of  that  division,  but  went  subsequently  and  got  a 
copy  of  the  return  and  struck  out  the  vote  of  Mr.  Ligget,  as 
returned,  and  substituted  the  vote  of  Mr.  Home  for  Mr. 
Ligget,  and  struck  out  the  vote  of  Mr.  Home  and  substi- 
tuted the  vote  of  Mr.  Ligget ;  and  the  remaining  election 
officers  stated  that  the  return  was  signed  in  blank,  and  they 
were  not  willing  to  qualify  that  the  vote  was  the  same  as 
they  wrote  in  the  return,  neither  were  they  positive  in  their 
own  mind  what  was  the  vote  of  Mr.  Ligget,  or  the  vote  of 
Mr.  Home.  Some  of  the  officers  also  stated  that  other 
persons  signed  the  return  besides  the  officers,  and  your 
Committee  are  of  opinion  that  the  evidence  is  of  such  a 
conflicting  character  that  they  would  not  be  justifiable  in 
interfering  with  the  right  of  the  sitting  member  to  his  seat. 
Your  Committee,  therefore,  report  that  the  contestants 
have  failed  to  sustain  the  averments  of  their  petition,  and 
that  Cyrus  Home,  the  sitting  member,  is  entitled  to  the  seat 
as  member  of  Common  Council  from  the  Ninth  Ward.

EESOLUTION 

-     Of  request  to  the  Board  of  Health. 

Resolved  hy  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  That  the  Board  of  Health  be  requested  to 
require  the  contractors  for  cleaning  the  streets,  to  clear  the 
main  streets,  or  such  streets  as  they  shall  direct,  of  the 
snow  which  may  accumulate  therein,  and  impede  regular 
travel;  and  if  they  cannot  compel  them  to  do  it  under  their 
present  contracts,  that  in  all  contracts  made  after  the  1st 
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day  of  February,  1873,  it  sLall  be  required  of  sucb  con- 
tractors, that  when  the  streets  are  so  covered  with  snow  as 
to  interfere  with  regular  travel,  they  shall  in  lieu  of  clean- 
ing the  streets,  haul  the  snow  from  such  of  them  as  the 
Board  of  Health  shall  direct. 


APPENDIX   No.  28. 
EESOLUTION 

Of  request  to  the  Legislature  and  Governor. 

Whereas^  There  are  several  bills  now  before  the  Legisla- 
lature,  such  as  street  cleansing,  opening  and  paving  of 
streets,  and  exempting  property  from  taxation,  and  the 
passage  of  such  bills  bring  large  outlays  of  money  on  the 
City,  and  often  when  the  City  Treasurer  is  not  prepared  to 
meet  them  : 

Resolved  hy  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadeljjhia,  That  we  do  most  respectfully  and  earnestly 
request  the  Legislature  not  to  pass  any  of  those  bills,  as  all 
such  bills  should  properly  come  before  the  City  Councils  ; 
that  Councils  are  always  willing  to  consider  any  proper 
bills  for  the  advancement  and  benefit  of  the  tax  payers  of 
the  City,  as  they  are  prepared  to  give  such  bills  proper  con- 
sideration when  they  are  presented  in  due  form,  and  will  pass 
any  bills  when  found  beneficial  to  the  City  at  large  ;  and  we 
do  respectfully  request  the  Governor,  if  any  such  bills  should 
pass,  to  withhold  his  signature  i'roin  them,  as  the  passage 
of  such  bills  is  very  injurious  to  the  welfare  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia. 

And  that  a  copy  of  the  above  resolution  be  sent  to  the 
Speaker  of  each  House,  and  also  to  the  Governor.

The  Trustees  of  the  Philadelphia  Gas  Works  present  the 
following  report  of  their  proceedings,  and  a  statement  of 
the  financial  condition  thereof,  the  results  of  the  business  for 
the  year  1872. 

The  semi-annual  additions  to  the  Sinking  Funds,  which 
the  Trustees  are  required  to  invest  by  the  several  Ordi- 
nances, have  all  been  made.

In  addition  to  this  $65,775.47  has  been  paid  out  of  the 
profits  of  the  works  on  account  of  improvements,  and 
charged  to  repair  account  for  this  year. 

The  capacity  of  all  the  works  on  January  1st,  1873,  is  as 
follows:  1345  retorts,  yielding  about  7,000,000  cubic  feet  in 
twenty-four  hours,  with  a  storage  capacity  of  7,500,000 
cubic  feet. 

The  quantity  of  gas  manufactured  during  the  j'ear  was 
1,486,969,000  cubic  feet,  being  an  increase  over  the  year 
1871  of  147,997,000  cubic  feet.  The  largest  consumption 
in  any  twenty-four  hours  was  on  the  night  of  the  24th  of 
December,  amounting  to  6,625,000  cubic  feet,  being  an  in- 
crease over  the  largest  of  last  year  of  82,000  cubic  feet. 

The  street  mains  laid  during  the  year  were  75,224  feet, 
making  the  entire  length  585  miles. 

The  whole  number  of  lamps  on  the  1st  inst.  was  9,028  ; 
8,569  are  supplied  with  gas  from  these  works,  440  with  gas 
from  the  Northern  Liberties  Works,  and  14  with  coal  oil. 
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By  reference  to  the  Cashier's  report  herewith  submitted, 
you  will  find  the  loans  created  by  Councils  from  time  to 
time,  for  the  purchase  of  the  works  and  the  extension  of 
the  mains,  amount  to  $6,211,200  ;  the  amount  paid  from  the 
Sinking  Fund  for  Loans,  1,  2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7  and  8,  as  they 
became  due,  was  $1,370,000,  leaving  the  amount  in  the 
Sinking  Fund  in  charge  of  the  Trust  for  the  payment  of 
Loan  9,  $1,133,610.37. 

The  amount  of  loans  and  cash  in  the  hands  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Sinking  Funds  of  the  City  for  the  re- 
demption of  Loans  10,  11, 12, 13,  11  and  15,  is  $632,175.82. 

The  amount  of  loans  unpaid  on  the  31st  of  December, 
1872,  was  $1,841,200,  from  which  deduct  the  amount  of 
loans  and  caih  in  charge  of  the  Trustees  and  the  Commis- 
sioners of  the  Sinking  Funds,  $1,765,786.19,  leaving  a  bal- 
ance to  be  provided,  amounting  to  $3,075,413.81. 

The  amount  of  loans  and  cash  in  the  hands  of  the  City 
Treasurer,  for  the  payment  of  $450,000  of  City  loans  (being 
the  estimated  value  of  the  Spring  Garden,  Moyamen- 
sing,  "West  Philadelphia  and  Frankford  Gas  Works),  is 
$294,08,9.61. 

For  the  purchase  of  the  Southwark  and  Moyamensing, 
Germantown,  Manayunk  and  Richmond  Gas  Companies' 
stock — thQ  Trustees  have  in  thediflerent  Sinking  Funds  for 
the  redemption  of  the  same,  the  sum  of  $112,377.10. 

The  accumulated  profits  amount  to  $1,«77,888.94,  which 
is  an  increase  of  $100,085.15,  and  has  nearly  all  been  ex- 
pended in  the  permanent  improvement  of  the  works  and 
laying  mains. 

The  details  of  the  manufiicturing  and  the  distributing 
operations  of  the  year  arc  fully  given  in  the  report  of  the 
Chief  Engineer  to  the  Trustees,  which  is  herewith  submit- 
ted for  your  information. 

We  also  submit  the  average  illuminating  power  of  the 
gas  made  by  the  different  works  under  our  charge,  for  the 
last  six  months  of  the  year,  the  same  having  been  tested 
daily  by  Professors  Robert  E.  Rogers  and,  Lemuel  Stephens, 
the  former  at  the  University  of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  lat- 
ter at  the  Girard  College  ;  the  variations  between  their  tests 
being  less  than  three-tenths  of  a  candle,  the  lowest  average 
being  given.

These  tests  are  made  in  accordance  with  an  Act  of  Par- 
liament of  Great  Britain,  defining  the  quality  of  gas.  The 
conditions  of  which  stipulate  that  tests  shall  be  made  with 
an  Argand  burner,  having  fifteen  holes,  and  consuming  5 
cubic  feet  per  hour,  using  a  seven  inch  chimney,  the  com- 
parison of  light  made  with  a  standard  sperm  candle,  con- 
suming one  hundred  and  twenty  grains  of  sperm  per  hour  ; 
the  same  illuminating  power  as  given  above,  can  be  had  by 
any  consumer  using  the  same  burner.  If  an  inferior  burner 
is  used,  a  corresponding  light  will  be  obtained.  Man}^  con- 
sumers wishing  to  economize,  use  a  small  burner,  not  tliinking 
that  by  so  doing,  they  have  to  use  an  additional  number  to 
get  a  proper  light ;  for  instance,  a  fish-tail  burner,  consum- 
ing one  and  a  quarter  feet  per  hour,  gives  the  light  of  one 
candle;  the  same  burner,  consuming  two  and  a  half  feet  per 
hour,  gives  the  light  of  two  and  three-fourths  candles;  one 
consuming  three  and  one-half  feet  per  hour,  gives  the  light 
of  six  and  one-half  candles ;  one  consuming  four  and  a  half 
feet  per  hour,  gives  the  light  of  ten  candles;  one  consum- 
ing five  feet  per  hour,  gives  the  light  of  twelve  and  one- 
half  candles;  one  consuming  seven  feet  per  hour,  gives 
the  light  of  eighteen  candles  ;  therefore,  in  order  to  employ 
gas  advantageously,  the  larger  size  burners  should  always 
be  adopted,  even  when  only  the  limited  light  of  two  or 
three  caudles  is  required.  The  large  burner,  when  turned 
down  to  the  proper  degree,  furnishes  that  light  at  a  much 
more  economical  rate  than  the  smaller  kinds. 

Loan  No.  8,  due  January  1st,  1872,  amounting  to 
$400,000,  has  all  been  paid  except  $3,000,  which  has  not 
been  called  for. 

In  conclusion,  the  Board  desire  to  express  their  acknowl- 
edgments to  the  executive  officers  of  the  Trust,  for  the 
faithful  manner  in  which  they  have  discharged  their  -re- 
spective duties.

Gentlemen"  : — I  have  the  honor  to  present  the  Thirty- 
eighth  Annual  Report  of  the  condition  of  the  works,  and 
the  results  of  their  operations  for  the  year  1872. 

The  total  quantity  of  gas  made  daring  the  year  was 
1,486,969,000  cubic  feet,  being  an  increase  in  quantity  over 
the  year  1871  of  147,997,000  cubic  feet,  or  11  per  cent., 
making  the  total  product  of  the  works  since  their  erection, 
16,739,299,000  cubic  feet.

There  is  now  under  the  charge  of  the  Trust  8,568  public 
lamps  supplied  with  gas  from  these  works,  441  from  the 
Northern  Liberties  Works,  and  14  with  coal  oil,  making  a 
total  of  9,023. 

75,224  feet  of  street  mains  were  laid  during  the  year, 
making  the  entire  length  of  the  mains  belonging  to  the 
Trust  3,088,984  feet,  or  585  miles. 

The  results  obtained  from  the  different  works  during  the 
past  year,  have  certainly  proved  more  satisfactory  than  I 
had  any  reason  to  expect,  when  you  take  into  consideration 
the  strike  of  the'  men  (450  in  number)  engaged  in  your 
retort  houses,  at  the  Twenty-sixth  and  Ninth  Ward  Works, 
which  occurred  on  the  5th  of  June,  with  the  particulars  of 
which  you  are  all  familiar  ;  and  these  men  quitting  their 
work  on  a  few  hours'  notice,  compelled  you  to  either 
employ  others  to  do  their  work  or  to  submit  to  their  unjust 
demands ;  the  former  course  was  decided  on.  The  warm 
Aveather  and  impossibility  to  get  a  sufficient  number  of 
men  accustomed  to  that  character  of  work,  made  it  neces- 
sary for  a  time  to  employ  a  larger  number  than  that 
engaged  in  the  strike,  thereby  largely  increasing  the  labor 
account.  They  for  a  time  failed  to  produce  the  proper 
amount  of  gas,  not  being  able  to  keep  the  retorts  heated  . 
to  such  a  degree  as  to  insure  a  perfect  carbonization, 
increasing  thereby  the  cost  of  manufacture,  and  reducing 
the  average  yield  of  gas  per  ton  of  coal  carbonized  for 
the  year. 
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I  am,  however,  perfectly  satisfied  that  the  additional 
expense  is  nothing  to  what  it  would  have  been  had  you 
acceded  to  their  demands,  which  I  have  no  doubt  would 
have  been  followed  by  others  more  unreasonable. 

The  new  works  in  the  Ninth  Ward  are  operating 
satisfactorily.  The  results  now  obtained  are  all  that  can  be 
desired.  An  additional  section  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
retorts  were  built,  and  have  been  in  operation  during  the 
winter,  making  the  entire  number  of  retorts  in  use  at  this 
station,  six  hundred.  The  arches  for  another  section  have 
been  erected,  and  will  be  ready  for  the  reception  of  retorts 
when  necessary. 

The  Twenty-sixth  Ward  Works  are  in  good  working  con- 
dition. The  same  difficulty,  however,  has  been  experienced 
this  winter  as  heretofore  in  getting  the  gas  from  the  works 
during  the  period  of  maximum  manufacture,  the  mains 
leading  from  the  works  being  too  small.  I  would  recom- 
mend a  complete  suspension  of  operations  some  time 
during  the  coming  summer,  and  a  thorough  cleansing  of 
the  under  ground  connections,  which  together  with  some 
alterations  that  can  be  made,  will,  I  have  no  doubt,  to  a 
great  extent  remove  the  difficulty. 

The  Fifteenth  Ward  Works  are  in  a  fair  condition.  The 
buildings  and  apparatus,  however,  have  been  so  long  in  use 
as  to  require  annually  a  large  expenditure  to  keep  them  in 
proper  repair. 

The  Works  in  the  Twenty-first  Ward  are  in  good 
working  order,  but  have  been  taxed  to  their  utmost  capacity 
to  manufacture  enough  gas  to  supply  the  demand'  from 
that  rapidly  growing  district.  Some  provisions  should  be 
made  either  to  increase  the  manufacturing  capacity  of  the 
works,  or  to  erect  an  additional  holder,  to  be  supplied  with 
gas  from  the  City  works.  The  latter  I  am  satisfied  would 
be  the  most  feasible  and  least  expensive. 

The  gas  holders  located  in  different  parts  of  the  City 
(excepting  the  one  at  Point  Breeze  Works,  only  one  section 
of  which  is  in  operation)  are  in  good  working  order.

An  increase  in  five  years  of  913,709  cubic  feet  per  night, 
or  over  395  per  cent.  This  increased  consumption  comes 
principally  from  the  northeastern  section  of  our  City.  As 
an  evidence  of  this,  the  number  of  burners  in  use  in  the 
old  districts  of  Kensington  and  Richmond,  January  1st, 
1868,  and  the  number  added  each  following  year  was  as 
follows :

Increase  in  five  years  36,994,  or  over  112  percent.  These 
facts  prove  that  some  arrangement  must  soon  be  made  to 
meet  the  rapidly  increasing  demand  for  gas  from  this 
district  other  than  the  present  method.  My  impression  is 
that  the  only  true  plan  is  to  l^uild  a  Works  on  the  Delaware 
front.  This  is  certainly  a  matter  that  should  receive  your 
early  consideration. 

The  complaints  of  a  poor  supply  of  gas  for  the  past  year 
have  been  few,  and  have  in  almost  every  instance  been 
from  localities  where  the  mains  have  been  too  small  to  pass 
a  proper  supply.  I  would  respectfully  recommend  a 
thorough  examination  of  the  lines  of  distribution,  and  have 
no  doubt  such  changes  can  be  submitted  for  your  consider- 
ation, that  will,  at  a  reasonable  cost,  remedy  the  evil  and 
insure  a  good  supply  to  those  complaining. 

The  annexed  tabular  statements  exhibit  the  operations 
of  the  Works  for  the  past  year,  and  for  each  preceding 
year. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  again  bear  testimony  to   the 
faithful    manner   in    which    the    officers    of    the   different 
departments  have  discharged  the  several  duties.

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The  varied  alterations  and  enlargements  of  buildings 
within  the  limits  of  the  district  have  increased  the  demand 
for  light,  and  the  Trustees  have  at  all  times  furnished  an 
ample  supply  of  excellent  gas  to  all  applicants.  To  meet 
the  object,  during  the  past  year,  it  was  necessary  to  put 
down  main  pipes  to  an  extent  unusual  in  the  operations  of 
this  Company.  More  than  fifteen  hundred  and  fifty  feet  of 
mains  were  laid,  of  the  dimensions  of  ten  and  twelve  inch 
diameter,  and  four  hundred  and  ninety  feet,  of  the  dimen- 
sions of  three  inch  diameter.  The  expenses  thus  incurred, 
together  with  outlays  for  similar  and  other  extensions  of  the 
Works,  accumulating  through  a  series  of  previous  years, 
had  exceeded  the  capital  stock  of  the  Company,  and  it  be- 
came incumbent  upon  the  Trustees  to  dispose  of  additional 
stock.  Accordingly,  in  July  last  they  sold  for  cash,  at  par, 
two  thousand  shares,  making  the  present  amount  of  capital 
stock  four  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars.  The  Works 
generally  are  maintained  in  the  best  efficiency  compatible 
with  their  age  and  primitive  character;  but  they  necessarily 
require  large  and  continuous  expenditures  for  repairs,  be- 
yond those  required  for  the  replacements  of  retorts  and  the 
material  necessary  to  the  preservation  of  the  establishment. 
It  is  a  matter  of  gratification  to  the  Trustees  that  the  con- 
sumers in  all  parts  of  the  district  evince  perfect  satisfaction 
both  with  the  quality  and  quantity  of  the  gas  which  they 
consume.

Gentlemen: — Your  Committee  on  Surveys  and  Regu- 
lations, to  whom  was  referred  the  communication  submit- 
ting a  statement  of  the  alterations  in  Girard  Avenue 
Bridge,  suggested  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  in 
accordance  with  a  resolution  of  Councils,  approved  Janu- 
ary 4th,  1873,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  examined 
the  modified  design  prepared  by  the  Ciiief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor.  The  location  of  the  piers  and  elevation  of  the 
bridge  is  such  as  not  to  interfere  with  navigation.  The 
shore  spans  of  137  feet  on  each  side,  will  furnisli  an  unin- 
terrupted line  for  the  Park  drives  and  walks,  with  18  feet 
clear  head-room  for  carriages.  The  abutments  are  changed 
in  design,  to  be  faced  with  granite,  and  increased  in  length, 
making  them  more  substatitial  and  imposing.  What  we 
consider  as  a  great  advantage  and  addition  to  the  conveni- 
ence and  accommodation  of  the  bridge,  is  the  introduction 
of  arched  openings  in  the  sides  of  the  main  abutments,  so 
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• 
that  a  footway  can  be  made  on  the  lower  chord,  affording 
facilities  to  pedestrians  to  cross  the  shore  drives  in  perfect 
safety,  and  placing  the  river  walks  in  easy  communication, 
without  mounting  to  the  top  of  the  bridge.  But  the  most  im- 
portant advantage  of  this  arrangement  will  consist  in  the 
perfect  security  with  which  pedestrians  can  walk  under  the 
carriage  way  in  crossing  the  line  of  the  drive,  which  will 
be  divided  for  seven  lines  of  carriages,  though  it  would  be 
otherwise  almost  impossible  to  pass. 

The  correspondence  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
with  Messrs,  Clark,  Reeves  &  Co.,  was  read,  in  which  the 
latter  agree  to  make  the  changes  without  additional  cost.

Approving  chaDges  in  the  design  for  Girard  Avenue  Bridge. 

Resolved  hy  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia^  That  the  dimensions  suggested  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor,  and  embraced  in  design  for  Girard 
Avenue  Bridge,  marked  S.  L.  S.,  Mo.  1,  on  file  in  the  De- 
partment of  Surveys,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  approved, 
as  follows : 

1.  The  centre  of  the  west  pier  to  be  107  feet  from  the  old 
abutment. 

2.  The  three  river  spans  to  be  each  197  feet,  with  a  single 
river  span  on  each  shore  of  137  feet. 

3.  The  truss  to  be  of  a  uniform  depth  of  23  feet,  and  the 
shore  drive  under  the  bridge  to  have  18  feet  in  the  clear. 

4.  The  elevation  of  deck  at  the  centre  of  bridge  to  be 
58j^/o  feet  above  the  datum,  with  a  rise  of  .0025  to  the  east- 
ward, and  a  fall  of  .006  to  the  westward  ;  drainage  to  be 
provided  at  the  piers.

5.  The  roadway  to  be  67  feet  and  6  inches  between  curbs, 
and  the, sidewalks  each  16  feet  3  inches;  the  road  to  be  di- 
vided into  seven  tramways. 

6.  The  lateral  ties  to  be  all  made  in  the  interior  trusses, 
so  as  to  leave  an  unobstructed  space  between  the  outer 
lines,  which  shall  be  arranged  for  laying  a  floor  for  foot- 
ways on  the  lower  chord,  if  desired.

Gentlemen"  : — In  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Ordinance  creating  the  Fire  Department,  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners beg  leave  to  submit  this  their  second  annual 
report  of  the  condition  and  operation  of  the  Department  for 
the  year  ending  December  3  ist,  1872.  Annexed  thereto  is  a 
statement  in  detail  of  the  expenditures,  rolls  of  the  several 
companies,  the  apparatus,  and  material  owned  by  the  City 
and  under  the  charge  of  this  Department,  together  with  a 
statement  of  fires  and  alarms  which  have  occurred  during 
the  past  year,  with  the  losses  and  insurances  on  the  prop- 
erty exposed,  and  other  matters  of  such  general  character, 
as  will  tend  to  a  correct  knowledge  of  the  workings  of  the 
Department,  and  some  suggestions  that  we  deem  of  import- 
ance to  its  future  success. 

The  actual  expenditures  of  the  Department  for  the  past 
year  have  been  four  hundred  and  seven  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  thirty-seven  (407,737)  dollars  and  forty-five 
(45)  cents.  Deducting  from  this  amount  more  than  one-half, 
which  has  been  paid  for  salaries  and  heavy  outlays  for  ap- 
paratus, hose,  horses,  etc.,  etc.,  the  running  expenses  will 
not  seem  so  heavy,  when  we  take  into  consideration  the  im- 
mense territory  which  the  Department  is  compelled  to  pro- 
tect, and  the  steady  service  the  apparatus  must  render. 
During  the  year  there  have  been  purchased  five  steamers, 
twenty-two  hose  carts,  twenty  thousand  feet  of  hose,  and 
three  hand  engines,  thus  materially  strengthening  the  De- 
partment. The  expenditures  for  repairs,  although  seem- 
ingly large,  are,  we  think,  reasonable,  when  we  consider 
the  advantages  it  has  given  the  Department  in  the  extin- 
guishment of  fires.  Our  comparative  freedom  from  serious 
conflagrations,  is  no  doubt  owing  to  the  adoption  of  the 
best  appliances  we  can  find  for  the  speedy  suppression  of 
fires,  and  to  this  end  we  have  taken  advantage  of  every 
improvement  which  we  think  would  be  of  service  in  that 
direction. 

The  different  properties  occupied  by  the  Department  are, 
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we  tliink,  scarcely  suited  to  the  purposes  for  which  they 
are:  used.  The  Commissioners  were,  in  a  manner,  compelled 
to  adopt  the  different  localities,  more  in  order  to  a  correct 
distribution  of  apparatus  than  to  the  fitness  of  the  different 
properties  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  required. 
Illy  ventilated,  and  without  sufficient  room,  we  are  com- 
pelled to  do  the  best  we  can  under  the  circumstances,  until 
some  more  commodious  and  comfortable  quarters  are  ob- 
tained. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  strange  and  eventful  one  in  the 
history  of  horses.  The  epizootic  traversed  the  entire  North 
American  continent,  and  Philadelphia  did  not  escape  its 
ravages.  Scarcely  a  horse  in  the  entire  City  passed  the 
ordeal  unscathed,  and  the  animals  connected  with  the  De- 
partment came  in  for  their  share  of  the  suffering,  but  owing 
to  the  great  care  exercised  by  those  having  them  in  charge, 
but  three  died  from  the  effects  of  the  scourge.  For  the 
greater  part  of  a  month  the  men  dragged  the  apparatus  by 
band  to  fires,  and  labored  uncomplainingly  under  serious 
disadvantages,  but  through  the  intervention  of  Providence 
no  serious  losses  occurred,  and  the  Commission  have  reason 
to  congratulate  the  citizens  in  passing  an  emergency  which 
might  have  been  productive  of  serious  disaster  to  the  entire 
community. 

The  number  of  horses  in  the  Department  is  ninety-nine 
(99) ;  there  have  been  purchased  during  the  year,  forty- 
seven  (47);  during  the  same  period,  nine  (9)  have  died,  and 
there  have  been  twenty-nine  (29)  sold  by  direction  of  the 
Board,  and  the  proceeds,  three  thousand  and  three  (3,003) 
dollars  and  twenty-five  (25)  cents,  together  with  two  hun- 
dred and  seven  (207)  dollars  from  sale  of  manure,  and  three 
hundred  and  sixty-two  (362j  dollars  and  twenty-nine  (29) 
cents  from  sale  of  useless  material,  making  in  all  the  sum 
of  three  thousand  five  hundred  and  seventy-two  (3,572)  dol- 
lars and  fifty-four  (54)  cents,  paid  over  to  the  City  Treas- 
urer. 

The  Alarm  Telegraph  as  an  arm  of  the  Fire  Department 
cannot  be  overestimated.  With  the  wires  permeating 
every  section  of  the  entire  City,  and  an  adequate  number 
of  alarm  boxes,  comparative  safety  would  be  insured  and 
many  serious  conflagrations  avoided.  The  vast  area  of 
the  City  demands  immediate  attention  to    the  matter;   in 
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the  rural  districts  alarm  boxes  are  almost  unknown,  yet 
residents  there  expect  in  case  of  need  the  assitance  of  the 
Department.  In  the  built  up  portions  of  the  City,  whole 
miles  must  sometimes  be  travelled  before  a  box  can  be 
found,  and  an  alarm  transmitted.  Should  the  fire  attain 
any  headway  before  discovered,  it  can  be  readily  imagined 
the  loss  of  property  incurred  ere  the  Department  can  be 
called  into  service,  and  what  probably  might  have  been  a 
trivial  fire,  if  arrested  in  time,  may  involve  the  loss  of 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  property.  We  should  consider 
that  the  City  is  constantly  spreading,  and  the  protection 
afibrded  the  City  ten  or  fifteen  years  ago  is  totally  inadequate 
now.  This  is  only  too  true,  and  we  urgently  call  on  Coun- 
cils to  seriously  consider  the  matter,  and  scatter  at  least 
double  the  number  of  alarm  boxes  over  the  City. 

The  Board  desires  to  call  the  attention  of  Councils  to 
the  water  supply  afforded  the  City  in  case  of  fires.  Those 
conversant  with  the  capacity  of  the  different  mains  to  sup- 
ply the  steam  fire  engines,  will  join  with  us  in  saying  that 
the  mains  are  so  small  as  to  supply  but  a  very  limited  num- 
ber of  engines,  and  at  many  points  so  small  that  there  is 
scarce  a  supply  for  one  steamer.  At  least  a  uniform  size 
of  pipes  should  be  used  to  convey  the  water  from  the 
reservoirs.  In  explanation,  we  would  observe  that  it  fre- 
quently happens,  that  to  a  twelve  inch  main  is  attached  a 
six  inch,  and  to  the  six  inch  again  is  attached  a  ten  inch 
main.  We  would  suggest  that  larger  pipes  be  laid  in  the 
densely  built  up  portion  of  the  City,  occupied  by  the  trading 
and  mercantile  community,  and  of  a  uniform  size.  It  is  hard 
to  conceive  why  such  different  sized  connections  were  made, 
nor  need  we  inquire.  Our  object  is  accomplished  by  noticing 
the  fact. 

As  our  City  increases  in  area  and  population,  our  mercan- 
tile and  manufacturing  interests  necessarily  demand  more 
enlarged  accommodations.  Hence,  when  an  antique  struc- 
ture, is  demolished,  beautiful  and  commodious  warehouses 
and  stores  are  erected  on  the  site,  six,  seven  and  even  eight 
stories  in  height.  This  appears  to  be  the  rule  in  Philadel- 
phia. To  reach  this  extreme  altitude  in  cases  of  conflagra- 
tions, the  ladders  used  in  the  fire  service  are  altogether 
inadequate.  What  is  required,  is  a  movable  apparatus, 
with  ladders  sufficiently  long,  and  combining  strength  to 
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bear  the  weight  of  men  and  hose  to  reach  roofs  of 
modern  built  warehouses.  There  have  been  numerous 
specimens  examined  by  the  Board  of  Con-^missioners,  but 
as  yet,  none  have  appeared  with  sufficient  merits  to  warrant 
adoption.  We  are  in  hopes  that  at  an  early  day,  some 
ingenious  apparatus  will  be  contrived  to  remedy  this  de- 
ficiency. 

In  conclusion,  the  Commission  desire  to  avail  themselves 
of  this  opportunity  to  express  their  sincere  thanks  to  the 
Committee  on  Fire  Department,  for  their  earnest  co-opera- 
tion in  all  matters  tending  to  the  success  of  the  Depart- 
ment.

Philadelphia  Fire  Commission  : 

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  11th  section  of  the  Ordinance,  approved  on  the  29th 
day  of  December,  1870,  creating  and  reorganizing  the  Fire 
Department  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  I  have  the  honor 
to  submit  this  the  second  annual  report  of  the  present 
condition  and  efficiency  of  the  department  in  my  charge, 
embracing  a  statement  in  detail  of  the  number  of  fires,  and 
the  causes  of  such  fires,  the  losses  and  insurances  for  the 
year,  as  near  as  has  been  possible  to  obtain  them  ;  also,  a 
full  and  complete  list  of  all  the  employees  attached  to  the 
department,  with  their  names,  rank,  age,  residence  and 
occupation,  with  a  schedule  of  property  held  in  charge  by  the 
different  companies  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1873. 

The  department  as  now  organized,  consists  of — 

Twenty-four  foremen  of  engine  companies. 

Five  foremen  of  hook  and  ladder  companies. 

Twenty-four  engineers  of  companies. 

Twenty-four  firemen  of  companies. 

Twenty-nine  drivers  of  companies. 

Five  tillermen  of  companies. 

One  hundred  and  twenty-nine  temporary  hose  and  lad- 
dermen. 

One  hundred  and  thirteen  permanent  hose  andladdermen. 

They  are  divided  into  twenty-nine  companies,  as  follows: 

Twenty-four  engine  companies,  and  five  hook  and  ladder 
companies. 

There  is  also  a  hand,  engine,  hose  carriage,  hose,  and  all 
necessary  paraphernalia  at  each  of  the  following  locations, 
viz. :  Chestnut  Hill,  Koxborough  and  Kingsessing. 

There  are  also  in  the  department,  two  engines  and  one 
hook  and  ladder  truck,  used  as  substitutes,  and  ninety-nine 
horses  in  service  of  the  department. 
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Fuel  Wagons. 

There  are  four  fuel  wagons  in  the  department,  each  capa- 
ble of  carrying  one  ton  of  engine  coal  and  one-half  cord  of 
wood,  to  be  used  in  case  of  large  fires,  when  more  fuel  is 
required  than  is  carried  by  the  engines. 

One  stationed  at  head-quarters,  No.  1125  Cherry  street. 

One  stationed  at  station  "E,"  Twentieth  street  below 
Pine. 

One  stationed  at  station  No.  6,  Allen  street  below  Frank- 
ford  road. 

One  stationed  at  supply  depot.  Pine  street  above  Second.

The  accompanying  statement  shows  that  the  whole  num- 
ber of  fires  during  the  year  was  seven  hundred  and  seven- 
teen (717),  with  a  loss  of  property  estimated  at  two  million 
three  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty 
(2,360,820)  dollars,  which,  by  a  comparison  with  the  pre- 
vious year,  shows  an  increase  of  one  hundred  and  ninety- 
four  (194)  fires,  and  an  increased  loss  to  property  of  one 
million  eighty-five  thousand  six  hundred  and  seventy-seven 
(1,085,677)  dollars.  The  losses,  as  nearly  as  could  be  ascer- 
tained, are  covered  by  insurances,  amounting  to  seven  mil- 
lion two  hundred  and  fifteen  thousand  (7,215,000)  dollars. 
For  pjartf!^ulars  I  would  refer  to  statements  annexed.

To  add  to  the  eflBciency  of  the  present  department,  and 
for  the  better  protection  of  exposed  neighborhoods,  I 
recommend  a  steam  fire  company  be  organized  and  located 
in  the  vicinity  of  Seventh  street  and  Girard  avenue;  one 
hook  and  ladder  company  to  be  organized  and  located  ,in 
West  Philadelphia;  and  two  light-built  hook  and  ladder 
trucks,  one  to  be  located  in  connection  with  No.  7  or  14 
Engine  Co.,  at  Frankford ;  and  one  to  be  stationed  at  No. 
12  Engine  Co.,  Manayunk. 

During  the  year  1872,  there  has  been  a  noted  advance  in 
the  efficiency  and  discipline  of  the  members  of  the  depart- 
ment. The  officers  and  members  of  the  various  companies 
deserve  the  highest  praise  for  the  promptness  with  which 
they  have  performed  every  task,  no  matter  how  severe,  and 
for  the  universal  spirit  they  have  shown  toward  keeping 
up  the  credit  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  gradually  win- 
ning the  good-will  and  esteem  of  the  well-meaning  citizens 
of  this  great  City. 

They  have  behaved  as  true  firemen  and  good  citizens, 
and  have  acted  with  but  one  object  in  view,  that  being  the 
protection  of  life  and  property  from  destruction  by  fire. 

The  workings  of  the  department  have  been  greatly  ac- 
celerated by  the  intelligent  and  prompt  manner  with  which 
Assistant  Engineers  David  Humphreys,  William  F.  Mooney, 
J.  H.  Stephens,  Edwin  J.  Cress,  and  William  H.  Dankel 
have  performed  their  duties. 

In  closing  this  report,  I  desire  to  return  my  thanks  to 
Captain  T.  McCusker,  of  the  Fire  Insurance  Patrol,  and  to 
the  efficient  and  ever  active  body  of  men  attached  to  that 
organization,  who  have  at  all  times  rendered  valuable 
assistance  to  the  department. 

I  also  bear  testimony  to  the  valuable  services  of  Harri- 
son G.  Clark,  our  efficient  Fire  Marshal. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Chief  of  Police  Kennard 
H.  Jones,  and  his  subordinate  officers,  for  the  invaluable 
services  they  have  rendered  at  fires,  in  keeping  the  streets 
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free,  so  that  the  firemen  could  have  a  fair  chance  to  work 
and  act  efficiently, 

William  J.  Phillips,  the  able  Superintendent,  and  David 
E,  Walker,  his  assistant,  of  the  Fire-Alarm  and  Police  Tele- 
graph, and  operators  connected  with  the  department,  I  have 
found  them  to  be  accommodating  officers,  always  anxious 
to  facilitate  the  operations  of  the  Fire  Dapartment. 

And  to  the  President  and  members  of  the  Fire  Commis- 
sion, I  ofler  to  each  of  you  my  thanks  for  the  many  acts  of 
kindness  done,  and  valuable  suggestions  ofiered  to  me  in 
our  official  relations;  and  I  only  trust  that  my  humble 
efforts  to  protect  the  property  of  my  fellow-citizens  may 
merit  the  favor  I  receive,  and  the  confidence  which  has 
been  so  fully  accorded  me.

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AN  ORDINANCE 

To  create  and  organize  a  Paid  Fire  Department  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
and  to  make  an  appropriation  therefor. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadeljihia  do  ordain,  That  the  Fire  Department  shall  con- 
sist of  seven  Fire  Commissioners,  one  Chief  Engineer,  five 
assistant  engineers,  and  as  many  foremen,  enginemen,  hose- 
men,  hook  and  laddermen,  and  other  persons,  to  be  divided 
into  companies,  as  the  number  of  engines  and  other  fire  appa- 
ratus belonging  to  the  City  shall  from  time  to  time  require. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  Fire  Commissioners  shall  be  citizens  of 
Philadelphia,  of  good  character,  not  under  thirty  years  of 
age,  who  shall  serve  without  compensation,  and  be  elected 
as  follows:  Three  by  Select  Council  and  four  by  Common 
Council,  on  the  last  stated  meeting  in  December,  1870. 
The  said  Commissioners,  when  elected,  shall  draw  for  their 
respective  terms  of  office,  three  for  the  term  of  two  years 
and  four  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  every  second  year 
thereafter,  at  their  first  stated  meeting  in  the  month  of  Feb- 
ruary, there  shall  be  elected  in  the  same  manner  three  or 
four  persons,  as  the  case  may  be,  by  the  Select  or  Common 
Council,  in  which  the  vacancj''  may  occur,  to  serve  for  the 
term  of  four  years.  The  minority  in  each  Chamber  shall  at 
all  times  be  represented  by  one  member  in  the  said  Board  of 
Fire  Commissioners.  The  said  Commissioners  to  hold  their 
offices  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified. 

Sect.  3.  That  in  case  of  death,  resignation,  disqualifica- 
tion or  removal  of,  or  the  neglect  or  refusal  to  perform  the 
duties  incumbent  upon  their  offices  by  any  or  all  of  said 
Commissioners,  the  Councils  shall  proceed  at  once  to  fill 
such  place  or  places  by  a  new  election,  as  above  provided, 
and  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Organization. 

Sect.  4.  That  the  said  Fire  Commissioners  shall  proceed 
at  once  to  organize  a  department,  to  consist  of  not  exceeding 
twenty-two  steam  fire  engines  and  five  hook  and  ladder 
companies,  and  thereafter  such  number  of  companies  as 
they  may  from  time  to  time  be  authorized  and  directed  by 
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Councils.  They  shall  have  the  appointment  of  and  entire 
control  over  all  officers  and  employees,  and  of  the  property 
of  the  Fire  Department,  and  shall  be  held  strictly  account- 
able therefor  to  Councils,  by  whom,  upon  conviction  of 
dereliction  of  duty,  malfeasance  in  office,  or  violation  of  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance,  after  a  hearing  before 
the  Joint  Committee  on  Fire  Department,  they  shall  be  re- 
moved from  office. 

Stated  Meetings. 

Sect.  5.  The  said  Fire  Commissioners  shall  hold  at  least 
two  stafred  meetings  monthly,  and  keep  a  correct  record  of 
all  their  })roceedings,  subject  at  all  times  to  the  inspection 
of  the  Mayor  and  Councils,  or  their  Committees,  and  shall 
annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  prepare  an  accurate  re- 
port to  Councils  of  the  state  of  the  department.  They  shall 
have  authority,  in  conjunction  with  the  Committee  on  Fire 
Department,  to  fit  up  and  appropriate  to  their  use  and  that 
of  the  engineers,  suitable  rooms  as  offices,  the  necessary 
expense  of  which  shall  be  defrayed  out  of  the  funds  ap- 
propriated for  the  use  of  the  department,  and  the  President 
of  the  Commissioners  shall  have  authority  to  draw  warrants 
upon  the  City  Treasurer  for  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as 
they  may  from  time  to  time  require,  not  exceeding  the  ap- 
]')ropriations  by  Councils :  Provided,  ^h?[.\j  all  bills  for  ex- 
j)enditures  shall  first  be  submitted  to  and  approved  by  the 
Committee  on  Fire  Department.  They  shall  have  power 
to  suspend  or  expel  any  member  of  any  fire  company,  and 
to  reorganize  any  company,  and  they  shall  also  adopt  a 
suitable  uniform  to  be  worn  by  the  officers  and  men.  The 
said  Fire  Commissioners  shall  also  have  authority  to  make 
such  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government,  discipline 
and  good  order  of  the  department  and  for  the  extinguish- 
ment of  fires,  as  they  may  think  necessary  and  expedient: 
Provided^  Such  rules  and  regulations  be  not  inconsistent 
with  any  Ordinance  of  Councils.  All  meetings  of  the  Fire 
Commissioners  shall  be  open  to  the  public. 

Election  of  Officers. 

Sect.  6.  That  on  the  third  day  of  January,  1871,  the  Fire 
Commissioners,  as  herein  provided  for,  shall  meet  and  or- 
ganize, and  elect  from  their  number  a  President.   Thej'-  shall 
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akoelecta  Secretary  and  Messenger,  who,  by  virtue  of  their 
offices,  shall  be  members  of  the  Fire  Department.  The 
Secretary  shall  also  perform  the  duties  of  clerk  to  the  Chief 
Engineer,  and  the  ^lessenger  shall  also  be  messenger  to  the 
Chief  Engineer.  The  said  Fire  Commissioners  shall  also 
give  public  notice  by  advertisement,  in  at  least  three  news- 
papers, for  one  week,  that  they  are  prepared  to  receive  ap- 
plications for  membership  in  the  Fire  Department,  and  pro- 
posals for  the  sale  or  lease  to  the  City,  of  such  fire  apparatus, 
houses,  horses  and  other  property  needed  by  thera  fur  the 
purposes  of  the  department. 

Qualifications  of  Officers  and  Ilemhers. 

Sect.  7.  All  oflEicers  and  members  of  the  Fire  Department 
shall  be  persons  of  good  moral  character,  and  shall  retain 
their  respective  positions  for  and  during  good  behavior,  and 
for  such  times  as  they  perform  their  duties  harmoniously 
with  their  associates  and  satisfactorily  to  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioners. They  shall  not  be  subject  to  removal  on  account 
of  any  political,  religious  or  other  sentiments  entertained 
by  them,  so  long  as  such  opinion  or  sentiment  does  not  in- 
terfere with  the  faithful  and  efficient  discharge  of  their 
duties  as  members  of  the  Fire  Department. 

Salaj'ies. 

Sect.  8.  That  the  salaries  of  the  officers  and  em'ploj-ees 
of  the  Fire  Department  shall  be  ns  follows : 

Chief  Engineer,  two  thousand  five  hundred  (2,500)  dol- 
lars per  annum. 

Secretary  of  the  Fire  Commissioners  and  Clerk  of  the 
Chief  Engineer,  twelve  hundred  (1200)  dollars  per  annum. 

Messenger  of  the  Fire  Commissioners,  eight  hundred 
(SOO)  dollars  per  annum. 

Assistant  Engineers,  each,  one  thousand  two  hundred 
(1,200)  dollars  per  annum. 

Enginemen,  each,  one  thousand  (1,000)  dollars  per  annum. 

Firemen,  each,  eight  hundred  (800)  dollars  per  annum. 

Tillermen  and  driver,  each,  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
(750)  dollars  pier  annum. 

Foremen,  each,  four  hundred  and  fifty  (450)  dollars  per 
annum. 
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And  tlie  hose  and  hook  and  laddermen,  each,  three  hun- 
dred and  sixty  (3(i0)  dollars  per  annum. 

And  all  the  said  salaries  shall  be  payable  monthly. 

Agreement  of  Appointee. 

Sect.  9.  Every  officer  and  member  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment shall  before  entering  upon  his  duties,  sign  the  followiog 
agreement,  to  be  deposited  with  the  Fire  Commissioners : 

"I,  A.  B.,  having  been  appointed  a  member  of  the 
Philadelphia  Fire  Department,  hereby  agree  to  abide  by 
all  the  Ordinances  of  the  Councils  and  rules  and  regulations 
of  the  Fire  Commissioners  relating  thereto." 

Any  officer  or  member  who  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  sign 
the  same,  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  any  compensation 
whatsoever. 

Sect.  10.  No  person  under  twenty-one  years  of  age  shall 
be  an  officer  or  member  of  tlie  Fire  Department,  nor  shall 
any  person  be  an  officer  or  member  who  is  not  a  legal  voter 
in  the  City  of  Philadelphia  ;  and  no  person  holding  office  of 
any  kind  under  the  United  States,  Commonwealth  of  Penn- 
sylvania, or  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  shall  hold  any  office 
created  by  this  Ordinance. 

The   Chief  Engineer. 

Sect.  11.  The  Chief  Engineer  shall  have  the  sole  com- 
mand "at  flies  over  the  assistant  engineers,  officers  and 
members  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  all  other  persons  who 
may  be  present  at  fires.  He  shall  direct  all  proper 
measures  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  protection  of  prop- 
erty and  preservation  of  order.  It  sliall  be  his  duty  to 
examine  into  the  condition  of  all  the  fire  apparatus  and 
houses  connected  therewith,  as  often  as  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioners or  Councils  may  require,  and  whenever  the  engines 
or  other  apparatus  shall  need  alterations  or  repairs,  he  shall 
report  the  same  to  the  Fire  Commissioners,  who  shall  cause 
the  same  to  be  made.  He  shall  transmit  to  the  Fire  Com- 
missioners all  returns  of  officers,  members  and  companies, 
keep  fair  and  exact  rolls  of  the  respective  companies, 
specifying  the  time  of  admission  and  discharge,  and  name, 
age,  occupation  and  residence  of  each  member.  He  shall 
annually,  in  the  month  of  January,  and  ofteuer,  if  required 
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by  the  Fire  Commissioners  or  Councils,  report  to  them  of 
the  condition  of  the  houses,  fire  apparatus  and  other  prop- 
erty of  the  department,  together  with  the  names  of  the 
officers  and  members  of  the  vaiious  fire  companies;  the 
number  of  fires  since  hist  report,  the  causes  thereof,  and 
extent  of  damages,  as  near  as  can  be  ascertained. 

Sect.  12.  In  the  absence  of  the  Chief  Engineer,  an  assist- 
ant engineer,  to  be  designated  by  him,  shall  execute  the 
duties  of  his  ofiBce  with  full  powers. 

Force  of  Engine    Company. 

Sect.  13.  Every  engine  company  shall  have  one  engine- 
man,  one  fireman,  and  one  driver,  who  shall  be  permanently 
employed,  and  who  shall  at  all  times  be  in  and  about  the 
engine  house,  except  when  unavoidably  absent ;  and  shall 
also  have  one  foreman  and  eight  hosemen. 

Force  of  Hook  and  Ladder  Com'pany.  ' 

Sect.  14.  Every  hook  and  ladder  company  shall  have 
one  driver,  and  one  tillerman,  who  shall  be  permanently 
employed,  and  who  shall  at  all  times  be  in  and  about  the 
truck  house,  except  when  unavoidably  absent  ;  and  shall 
also  have  one  foreman  and  ten  members. 

Property  of  Engine  Com,i[)any. 

Sect.  15,  The  property  of  each  engine  company  shall 
consist  of  not  less  than  one  steam  fire-engine,  one  hose- 
carriage,  one  thousand  feet  of  hose,  together  with  such 
other  apparatus  for  effectual  service  as  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioners shall  deem  necessary,  and  four  horses.  The  use  of 
said  horses  shall  be  controlled  by  the  foreman  of  each  of 
the  several  companies,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Chief 
Engineer,  in  such  manner  as  his  judgment  may  dictate. 

Property  of  Hooh  and  Ladder  Company. 

Sect.  16.  The  property  of  each  hook  and  ladder  company 
shall  consist  of  not  less  than  one  ladder  truck  and  all 
necessary  ladders  and  implements,  and  two  horses. 
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Their  poivers  as  Police  Officers. 

Sect,  17.  The  Fire  Commissioners,  Chief  and  assistant 
engineers  and  the  foreman  of  companies  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  exercise  the  powers  of  police  officers 
in  going  to,  while  at,  and  returning  from  any  fire  that  may 
occur  or  alarm  be  given. 

Extra  Men. 

Sect.  18.  Each  engine  company  may  have  extra  men, 
not  exceeding  four  in.  number,  and  each  hook  and  ladder 
company  not  exceeding  six.  They  shall  not  be  entitled  to 
pay,  except  when  ordered  on  duty  in  the  place  of  absentees, 
when  they  shall  receive  the  same  pay,  to  be  deducted  from 
the  monthly  salary  of  such  absentees.  Said  extra  men  shall 
be  furnished  by  the  Commissioners  with  hat  and  badge 
without  charge  therefor;  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  com- 
pany to  which  they  are  attached,  they  shall  if  worthy  and 
competent,  be  eligible  to  promotion  to  fill  the  same. 

Vacation. 

Sect.  19.  The  Fire  Commissioners  may  grant  to  any 
officer  or  member  of  the  department,  if  they  deem  it  com- 
patible with  the  interests  of  the  department,  a  vacation,  not 
exceeding  two  weeks  in  any  one  year,  upon  such  terms  as 

they  may  think  expedient. 

Fire- A  larm  Boxes. 

Sect.  20.  The  Fire  Commissioners  shall  have  power  to 
rempve  such  of  the  fire-alarm  signal  boxes  as  may  not  be 
needed,  and  locate  the  same  and  such  others  as  they  shall 
deem  necessary,  and  they  shall  also  make  such  modifications 
in  said  boxes  and  the  manner  of  giving  alarms  of  fire  as 
they  shall  consider  requisite  and  necessary  for  the  efficient 
working  of  the  Fire  Department:  Provided,  The  same  be 
done  under  the  supervision  of  the  Department  of  the  Fire- 
Alarm  and  Police  Telegraph. 
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Suspension  or  dismissal  of  Companies. 

Sect.  21  Tbe  present  Fire  Department  is  hereby  placed 
under  tbe  direction  and  control  of  the  said  Fire  Commis- 
sioners, subject  to  their  rules  and  regulations  ;  and  they 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to  suspend  any  com- 
pany or  companies  from  active  service,  for  violation  of  the 
same,  or  dismiss  them  from  the  Fire  Department.  The 
present  chief  and  assistant  engineers  are  hereby  directed  to 
]eport  to  and  obey  the  rules  and  regulations  of  said  Fire 
Commissioners;  and  whenever  the}^  shall  deem  the  services 
of  the  said  chief  and  assistant  engineers  no  longer  neces- 
sary, their  term  of  office  shall  cease. 

Lease. 

Sect.  22.  That  the  Fire  Commissioners  are  hereby  au- 
thorized, if  they  deem  it  advisable,  to  lease  upon  such 
terms  and  for  such  length  of  time  not  exceeding  three  years, 
as  they  shall  think  necessary  and  expedient,  or.  purchase 
such  of  the  apparatus,  houses  and  other  property  of  the 
present  fire  companies  as  will  insure  the  immediate  and 
efficient  service  of  the  department.  • 

Unlaivful  Interference. 

Sect.  23.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
persons  to  injure,  deface,  or  in  any  manner  destroy  any  of 
the  fire  apparatus,  or  property  of  the  same,  or  any  police  or 
iire-alarm  telegraph  box  or  wire,  or  hinder  or  obstruct  any 
engine  or  hook  and  ladder  company,  or  any  members 
tliereof  or  officers  of  the  department,  from  freely  passing 
along  the  streets  of  the  City,  to  or  from  a  fire,  or  in  any 
manner  hinder  or  prevent  any  of  the  said  fire  companies, 
or  any  member  or  officer  of  the  department,  from  operating 
at  any.fire. 

False  Alarms. 

Sect.  24.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
persons,  knowingly  to  give  or  cause  to  be  given  any  false 
alarm  of  lire  by  means  of  the  telegraph  signal  boxes. 
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Keys  to  Houses. 

Sect.  25.  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or 
presons,  without  the  consent  and  authority  of  the  Fire 
Commissioners,  to  have  in  his  or  their  possession,  use  or 
make,  or  cause  to  be  made  or  used,  any  key  or  keys  to  any 
fire  engine,  hook  and  ladder  house,  or  telegraph  signal  box  ; 
nor  shall  any  person  or  persons  not  a  member  or  officer  of 
the  Fire  Department,  use  or  wear  part  of  the  uniform 
determined  upon  by  the  Fire  Commissioners,  without  their 
permission  first  had  and  obtained. 

Fines  and  Penalties. 

Sect.  26.  Any  person  or  persons  violating  any  of  the 
provisions  of  Sections  28,  24,  and  25  of  this  Ordinance, 
shall  suffer  and  pay  a  fine  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor 
more  than  one  hundred  dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  City. 
Such  fine  to  be  recoverable  as  like  penalties  are  now  by 
law  recoverable. 


A  SUPPLEMENT 

To  the  Ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  create  and  organize  a  Paid  Fire 
Department  for  the  City  of  Philadelpliia,  and  to  uialie  an  ai:)propriation 
therefor,"  approved  the  twenty-ninth  day  of  December,  1870. 

Section  1.  llie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Pliiladelphia  do  ordain,  That  all  appointments  by  the  Fire 
Commissioners  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ordinance  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement,  shall  be  subject  to  confirmation 
by  Select  Council. 

The  Fire  Commissioners  shall  transmit  to  Select  Council 
the  name,  age,  residence  and  occupation  of  each  and  every 
person  appointed  by  them  as  an  officer  or  member  of  the 
Fire  Department,  within  one  week  from  the  date  of  such 
appointment,  and  the  City  Controller  shall  not  countersign 
any  warrant  for  the  payment  of  the  salary  of  any  person 
so  appointed,  until  after  his  confirmation  as  herein  provided. 
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A  FURTHER  SUPPLEMENT 

To  the  Ordinance  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  to  create  and  organize  a  Paid  Fire 
Department  for  tlie  City  of  PliiladeljDhia,  and  to  make  an  appropriation 
therefor,"  approved  December  29tb,  A.  D.  1870. 

SECTioisr  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Fire  Department  of  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  be  increased  by  the  addition  of  five 
engine  companies;  and  a  hand  engine  and  five  hundred 
feet  of  hose  and  one  hosenian  to  be  stationed  at  Kingsessing, 
in  the  Twenty-seventh  Ward;  and  a  hand  engine  and  five 
hundred  feet  of  hose  and  one  hosemau  to  be  stationed  at 
Chestnut  Hill,  Twenty-second  Ward;  and  a  hand  engine 
and  four  hundred  feet  of  hose  to  be  located  at  Bridesburg, 
Twenty-fifth  Ward;  and  a  hand  engine  and  five  hundred 
feet  of  hose  to  be  stationed  at  Roxborough,  in  the  Twenty- 
first  Ward,  one  hoseman,  with  the  same  pay  as  hoseraen 
are  allowed  by  this  Ordinance,  to  consist  of  the  same 
number  of  officers  and  men,  and  with  the  same  apparatus 
and  property  for  effectual  service,  except  the  hand  engine, 
as  the  companies  now  composing  the  Fire  Department. 
The  said  additional  companies  shall  be  organized  in  like 
manner  as  provided  in  the  Ordinance  to  which  this  is  a 
supplement,  and  to  be  located  by  the  Fire  Commissioners 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Committee  on  Fire  Department. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  foreman  of  each  engine  and  hook  and 
ladder  company  shall  be  permanently  employed,  and  also 
such  number  of  hosemen,  not  exceeding  four  to  each  com- 
pany, and  laddermen,  not  exceeding  five  to  each  company, 
as  the  Fire  Commissioners  shall  deem  necessary  for  the 
eft'ectual  working  of  the  department.  But  nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  authorize  any  increase  in 
the  number  of  members  of  any  company  as  heretofore 
established  by  Ordinance. 

Sect.  3.  The  members  of  the  Fire  Department  hereby 
authorized  to  be  permanently  employed,  shall  at  all  times 
be  in  and  about  the  engine  or  truck  house  except  when 
absent  on  duty  or  from  other  unavoidable  cause,  and  shall 
perform  such  other  duty  us  may  be  assigned  them  by  the 
Fire  Commissioners. 

Sect.  4.  The  salaries  of  the  foremen,  hosemen  and  ladder- 
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men  permanently  employed  shall  be  as  follows :  Foremen, 
each  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  per  annum  ;  hosemen 
and  laddermen,  each  per  annum,  six  hundred  dollars.  The 
salary  of  the  hosemen  and  laddermen  not  permanently 
employed  shall  remain  as  heretofore  established  by  Ordi- 
nance. 

Sect.  5.  In  the  purchase  of  additional  engines,  hook  and 
ladder  trucks,  hose-carts,  and  hose  for  the  use  of  the  depart- 
ment, the  Fire  Commissioners  shall  advertise  daily  for  one 
week  in  the  two  newspapers  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
having  the  largest  circulation,  for  proposals  for  the  sale  or 
construction  of  such  apparatus.  The  proposals  shall  be 
opened  in  the  presence  of  the  Committee  on  Fire  Depart- 
ment, and  the  offer  for  the  sale  or  the  contract  for  construc- 
tion, as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  accepted  from  or  awarded 
to  the  lowest  and  best  bidder. 

Sect.  6.  That  the  Commissioners  shall  employ  one  clerk 
at  the  store  house  at  a  salary  of  one  thousand  dollars  per 
annum,  and  one  driver  of  supply  wagon  at  store  house,  at  a 
salary  of  six  hundred  per  annum. 

Sect.  7.  That  the  engines,  hose  carts,  hook  and  ladder 
trucks,  and  fuel  wagons  of  the  Fire  Department,  when 
driven  on  any  passenger  railway  in  attending  any  fire  or 
alarm  of  fire,  shall  have  the  right  of  way  thereon,  and  when 
proceeding  to  fires  on  streets  running  north  and  south  and 
approaching  streets  running  east  and  west,  shall  do  so  at  a 
slackened  rate  of  the  usual  speed,  and  all  persons  driving 
vehicles,  excepting  passenger  cars,  on  such  railway  shall 
turn  entirely  off  the  track.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
conductor  and  driver  of  any  passenger  railway  car,  upon 
the  approach  of  any  engine,  hose  cart,  hook  and  ladder 
truck,  or  fuel  wagon  when  proceeding  to  a  fire,  to  immedi- 
ately stop  said  railway  car  until  such  apparatus  of  the  Fire 
Department  shall  i)ass.  Any  person  or  persons  violating 
the  provisions  hereof  shall  suffer  and  pay  a  penalty  of  ten 
dollars  for  the  use  of  the  City,  to  be  recovered  as  like 
penalties  are  now  by  law  recoverable. 

Sect.  8.  Sections  2,  3  and  4  of  this  supplemental  Ordi- 
nance shall  not  be  applicable  to  the  Twenty-third  Ward. 

Sect.  9.  This  Ordinance  shall  go  into  effect  on  and  after 
January  first,  A.  D.  1872. 
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Mules  for  the  Government  of  the  Philadelphia  Fire 
Departinent, 

Chief  Engineer. 

Section  1.  The  Chief  Engineer  must  be  fully  equipped 
at  the  time  of  fire,  and  shall  have  entire  control  of  the  de- 
partment and  fire  ground,  and  direct  personally,  or  through 
the  assistants,  the  disposition  of  the  respective  fire  apparatus. 
He  shall  be  in  attendance  at  the  office  of  the  department 
daily  between  the  hours  of  10  o'clock  and  12  o'clock  A. 
M.,  and  1  o'clock  and  4  o'clock  P.  M,,  except  in  case  of  fire 
or  sickness.  He  shall  issue  to  the  department  fonhiviih  all 
orders  emanating  from  the  Board  of  Commissioners. 

Sect.  2.  It  will  be  his  duty  to  approve  all  pay  rolls  and 
requisitions  ;  to  visit  each  engine  and  truck  station  once  in 
two  weeks,  and  see  that  the  apparatus  is  in  proper  condition, 
and  the  men  in  their  positions  ready  for  service. 

Sect.  3.  He  shall  suspend  from  duty  any  member  of  the 
department  charged  with  any  dereliction,  and  shall  report 
his  action,  with  a  copy  of  the  charges,  within  twenty-four 
hours,  to  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners. 

Assistant  Engineers. 

Section  1.  The  assistant  engineers  must  be  fully  equip- 
ped, and  shall  take  command,  in  their  respective  districts, 
of  the  apparatus  in  time  of  fire,  until  the  arrival  of  the 
Chief  Engineer. 

Sect.  2.  They  shall-  visit  the  several  engine  and  truck 
stations,  in  their  respective  districts,  at  least  once  in  each 
day,  and  see  that  the  men  are  ready  for  duty,  and  that  the 
apparatus  is  in  good  and  serviceable  condition,  except  the 
companies  located  in  the  Twenty-first,  Twenty-second  and 
Twenty-third  Wards,  said  companies  to  be  visited  once  in 
each  week.  They  shall  report  the  violation  of  any  rule  of 
government  and  the  condition  of  their  respective  companies 
daily  to  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Sect.  3.  They  shall  also  examine,  and  if  favorable  ap- 
prove all  the  requisitions  for  their  respective  districts. 
They  shall  submit  to  the  Chief  Engineer  each  day  the 
various  requisitions  and  daily  roll-calls  of  the  companies 
under  their  charge,  except  as  is  hereinbefore  provided  for. 

Sect.  1.  They  shall  remain  at  the  stations  to  which  they 
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have  been  assigned  by  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  at 
all  times,  except  when  absent  on  duty. 

Sect.  5.  They  shall  make  a  report  in  detail,  including 
the  roll-calls  of  the  day  previous,  from  all  companies  under 
their  charge,  the  same  to  be  prepared  previous  to  attending 
headquarters. 

Sect.  6.  Their  report  shall  be  made  at  2  o'clock  P.  M. 
of  each  day  (Sundays  excepted)  to  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Foremen. 

Section  1.  The  foremen  shall  attend  at  the  stations  of 
their  respective  companies  at  all  times  (except  of  fire  or 
unavoidable  absence),  and  see  that  the  apparatus,  hose, 
horses,  and  all  connected  with  the  company  are  at  all  times 
in  good  condition  for  service,  and  that  their  stations  are 
kept  in  a  clean  and  healthy  condition. 

Sect.  2.  They  shall  have  full  charge  under  the  direction 
of  their  engineers,  each  of  his  respective  company,  going 
to,  while  at,  and  returning  from  fires,  and  shall  be.  strictly 
accountable  for  the  acts  of  the  men  under  them.  The 
neglect  to  report  any  violation  of  rules  or  order  to  their 
superior  officers  shall  render  them  liable  to  suspension. 

Sect.  3.  They  shall  keep  a  correct  list  of  all  members, 
and  have  roll-call  at  6  o'clock  A.  M.  and  7.30  o'clock  P. 
M.,  daily,  and  a  roll-call  after  every  fire  or  alarm,  and  note 
the  absentees.  They  shall  also  enter  in  a  book,  provided 
for  that  purpose,  the  name,  age,  residence,  occupation  and 
the  time  of  admission  or  discharge  of  each  member;  note 
all  absence  or  refusal  to  perform  duty,  and  report  daily  to 
the  assistant  engineer  of  their  district,  and  shall  make 
monthly  statements  in  writing  of  the  condition  of  tlieir  sta- 
tions, apparatus,  horses,  etc.,  with  an  itemized  estimate  of 
the  supplies  required  by  their  respective  companies  for  the 
ensuing  month. 

Sect.  4.  They  shall  number  the  hosemen  from  1  to  8,  and 
shall  exercise  the  men  twice  in  each  week,  so  that  they 
may  become  thoroughly  acquainted  with  their  duties. 

Engiiiemen. 

Section  1.  It  shnll  be  the  duty  of  the  enginemen  to  be  at 
all  times  in  attendance  at  their  respective  engine  stations,  to 
take  charge  of  and  clean  the  engine,  and  all  things  belong- 
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ing  thereto,  accompany  the  engine  to  all  fires  or  alarms, 
and  have  full  charge  of  running  the  engine,  subject  to  the 
order  of  the  foreman  and  superior  officers,  and  to  make  such 
repairs  to  the  apparatus  as^  the  facilities  of  the  department 
will  admit  of. 

Drivers. 

Section"  1.  The  drivers  shall  be  in  constant  attendance  at 
their  respective  engine  and  truck  stations.  They  shall  have 
charge  of  the  stable,  horses,  harness,  etc.,  have  them  well 
cleaned  each  morninar,  take  charo^e  of  the  horses  of  the  com- 
pany  during  the  times  of  fires,  and  after  each  fire  or  alarm 
shall  have  the  horses  well  cleaned,  thoroughly  examined 
and  rubbed  down.  They  shall  exercise  their  horses  daily, 
and  shall  not  take  them  at  any  time  (without  a  special  order) 
more  than  two  squares  from  their  respective  stations. 

Firemen. 

Section  1.  The  duty  of  each  fireman  shall  be  to  drive 
the  cart  connected  with  the  steam  engine,  and,  on  arrival  at 
a  fire,  to  attach  the  hose  to  the  engine,  and  lead  it  to  the 
fire,  place  his  horse  in  charge  of  the  engine  driver,  and  attend 
to  the  fire  of  the  engine  under  the  charge  of  the  engine- 
man  ;  and  Avhen  the  fire  is  extinguished,  he  shall  again  take 
charge  of  his  horse  and  cart,  and  assist  the  hosemen  in 
taking  up  the  hose.  He  shall  be  in  attendance  at  all  times, 
and  keep  a  full  supply  of  fuel  on  hand  for  the  engine;  he 
shall  have  charge  of  the  cart,  and  have  it  kept  cleaa 
and  ready  for  service  at  all  times,  and  also  of  the  horse 
belono-intj  to  and  used  therein,  and  assist  the  driver  ia  the 
duties  of  the  stable.  * 

Tillermen. 

Section"  1.  The  tillermen  shall  be  in  constant  attendance 
at  their  respective  truck  stations,  accompanying  their  trucks 
to  all  fires  or  alarms,  and  assist  the  laddermen  in  the  per- 
formance of  their  duties  on  the  fire  ground.  Tliey  sHall 
take  charge  of  and  keep  in  neat  and  clean  order  their  re- 
spective trucks,  ladders  and  all  connected  therewith  not 
otherwise  provided  for. 

Permanent  Men. 
Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  permanent  hose 
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and  laddcrmen  to  be  at  all  times  in  attendance  at  their  re- 
spective stations,  and  accompany  the  apparatus  to  all  fires 
and  alarms.  They  shall  keep  their  respective  stations  in  a 
clean  and  healthy  condition,  attend  to  cleaning  and  hanging 
up  the  hose,  and  have  it  replaced  on  the  cart  at  the  proper 
time,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by 
the  foreman. 

Hosemen. 

Section  1.  The  hosemen  shall,  upon  each  alarm  of  fire, 
repair  to  the  fire  ground,  report  to  their  several  foremen, 
and  perform  all  orders  issued  by  him.  They  shall  assist  in 
hanging  up  the  hose,  and  be  in  attendance  at  the  proper 
time  to  put  it  on  the  cart.  They  shall  be  in  attendance  at 
their  respective  stations  each  and  every  night,  and  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  foreman. 

Truckmen. 

Section  1.  The  truckmen  shall,  upon  each  alarm  of  fire, 
repair  to  the  fire  ground,  report  to  their  several  foremen,  and 
perform  all  orders  issued  by  him.  They  shall  be  in  attend- 
ance at  their  respective  stations  each  and  every  night,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  by  the  foreman. 

Storehouse   Clerk. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  storehouse  clerk  to 
receive,  take  charge  of,  and  distribute  upon  requisition,  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  Committee  on  Supplies  and  Repairs, 
all  articles  for  the  use  of  the  department. 

Sect.  2.  He  shall  keep  accurate  accounts  in  detail  with 
each  company  and  the  headquarters  of  the  department,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  directed  by  the  Board 
of  Commissioners. 

Driver  of  the  Supply    Wagon. 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  driver  of  the  supply 
wagon  to  be  in  attendance  at  the  storehouse  from  7  o'clock 
A.  M.  to  6  o'clock  P.  M.,  except  when  absent  on  duty.  He 
shall  attend  to,  take  charge  of,  and  keep  in  perfect  order  the 
horse,  wagon,  and  appurtenances  belonging  to  the  storehouse, 
and  such  extra  or  spare  horses  as  may  be  stationed  there. 
He  shall  assist  the  storehouse  clerk  in  receiving,  arranging. 
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and  distributing  all  articles  belonging  to  the  department,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  maj  be  directed  by  the  Board 
of  Commissioners. 

Miscellaneous. 

Section  1.  Every  one  except  permanent  employees  con- 
nected with  the  Fire  Department,  are  expected  to  have  some 
business  to  attend  to,  and  the  want,  neglect  or  refusal  to  ob- 
tain other  employment  within  sixty  days,  shall  be  considered 
good  and  sufficient  grounds  for  suspension  or  dismissal. 

Sect,  2.  Pay  rolls  will  be  made  and  duplicated  from  the 
returns  of  the  several  foremen  by  the  assistant  engineers  of 
each  district,  and  forwarded  to  the  chief  monthly,  who,  if 
he  apj'troves,  shall  sign  and  forward  them  to  the  Board  of 
Commissioners  ;  said  Commissioners  shall  approve  them  if 
correct,  either  by  their  President  or  a  committee,  as  may  be 
directed,  and  forward  one  with  the  warrants  to  the  office  of 
the  City  Controller,  the  other  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the 
Board. 

Sect.  3.  Every  member  of  the  department  shall  be  re- 
quired to  keep  his  uniform  and  equipments  in  a  neat  and 
cleanly  condition,  and  wear  the  same  at  all  times. 

Sect.  4.  ISTo  member  of  the  department  while  wearing  the 
uniform  or  equipments  of  the  same  will  be  allowed  to  enter 
any  drinking  saloon  or  tavern  under  a  penalty  of  suspension 
from  the  department,  with  loss  of  pay,  for  such  time  as  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  may  direct. 

Sect.  5.  The  foremen  of  the  different  companies  shall  so 
arrange  the  hours  for  meals  that  four  men  shall  be  on  duty 
at  all  times. 

Sect.  6.  The  permanent  members  attached  to  the  several 
companies  composing  the  department  shall  make  arrange- 
ments to  spend  alternately  each  eighth  day  with  their  families. 

Sect.  7.  Any  driver  of  the  department  going  at  a  greater 
speed  than  a  trot  between  the  hours  of  6  o'clock  A.  M.  and 
11  o'clock  P.  M.,  shall  be  suspended  from  duty, 

Sect.  8.  The  hose  cart  on  all  occasions  in  going  to  fires 
or  alarms  of  fires,  must  invariably  precede  the  engine. 

The  foregoing  rules  are  to  be  so  construed  that  the  men  not 
permanently  employed  are  required  to  attend  fires  at  all  times 
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Liist  of  the  number  and  localities  of  the  Fire- Alarm  Boxes, 
giving  the  number  of  Engine  and  Hooh  and  Ladder 
Companies  answering  alarms  on  First  and  Second  Calls.

Council  chamber,  pursuant  to  the  order  of  Common  Coun- 
cil, and  at  said  meeting  organized  by  selecting  William 
T.  Waples,  Chairman,  John  Eckstein,  Clerk,  and  George 
W.  Johnson,  Messenger. 
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Benjamin  L.  Berry,  the  contestant,  was  present,  with  D. 
Newlin  Fell  and  Nathan  Penrose,  Esqs.,  as  his  counsel, 
who  retired  from  the  case  while  it  was  under  consideration  ; 
also,  Owen  F.  Kaney  the  sitting  member,  with  P.  T.  Rans- 
ford,  Esq.,  as  his  counsel.  The  Committee  met  from  day 
to  day  (except  Sunday),  until  the  present.  The  counsel  on 
behalf  of  the  respondent  demanded  that  the  petition  be 
quashed,  because  the  certificate  of  the  City  Commissioner 
did  not  set  forth  that  the  signers  were  qualified  electors  of 
the  Third  Ward.  That  point  had  already  been  determined 
by  the  Common  Council  in  favor  of  the  certificate,  at  the 
time  the  petition  was  presented,  and  the  Committee  saw  no 
reason  to  change  the  action  of  Common  Council. 

A  great  many  witnesses  were  examined  on  the  part  of 
the  contestant,  to  show  fraud  and  irregularities  in  the  elec- 
tion in  the  Second,  Fifth  and  Sixth  Divisions,  without  suc- 
cess. The  contestant,  by  his  counsel,  and  afterwards  while 
managing  his  own  case,  demanded  that  the  ballot  boxes  in 
the  Second,  Fifth  and  Sixth  Divisions  be  opened,  and  the 
ballots  counted,  which  the  Committee  refused  to  allow,  be- 
bause  sufficient  fraud  had  not  been  shown  in  those  divisions 
to  justify  the  counting  of  the  ballots;  but  on  the  contrary, 
the  evidence  showed  that  the  election  in  said  divisions  was 
properly  conducted.  The  Committee  granted  the  request 
of  the  contestant,  to  have  the  box  of  the  Fifth  Division 
produced  to  obtain  the  list  of  voters,  the  list  not  being  in 
the  Prothonotary's  office;  also  the  box  of  the  Second  Divi- 
sion, to  obtain  the  canvassers'  lists  to  show  irregularities, 
and  on  the  production  of  the  books,  the  irregularities  were 
found  to  be  nothing  but  clerical  errors.  The  contestant 
having  utterly  failed  to  prove  the  allegations  of  fraud  men- 
tioned in  the  petition,  the  Committee  report,  that  Owen  F.

therefor,  when  said  contract  is  so  rescinded,  until  all  ma- 
terials and  work  on  said  bridge  herein  provided  for  are 
furnished  by  the  said  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or  any  con- 
tractor for  the  uncompleted  work  and  unfurnished  materi- 
als ;  and  then  in  such  case  the  said  party  of  the  second 
part  shall  only  receive  the  value  of  the  materials  furnished 
and  work  done  at  the  time  this  contract  shall  be  rescinded, 
at  the  prices  in  the  schedule  in  the  proposals  hereto  an- 
nexed, which  sum  shall  be  ascertained  by  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor:  Provided^  That  the  entire  work 
herein  contracted  for,  if  the  contract  is  rescinded  as  afore- 
said, shall  not  exceed  in  cost  the  price  or  sum  herein  pro- 
vided for,  and  if  it  shall  so  exceed,  then  such  excess  shall 
be  deducted  from  the  amount  found  to  be  due  to  the  said 
party  of  the  second  part,  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor, as  hereinbefore  provided.  And  provided  farther^ 
That  no  such  rescission  of  the  contract  shall  release  the 
sureties  of  the  said  party  of  the  second  part  in  the  bond  of 
this  date,  but  the  said  sureties  shall  still  be  liable  for  any 
excess  of  cost  of  said  work  over  the  price  or  sura  herein 
provided  for. 

And  in  case  this  contract  shall  be  so  rescinded,  it  is  un- 
derstood and  agreed  by  said  party  of  the  second  part,  that 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part  may  at  once  without  any 
notice  to  said  party  of  the  second  part,  procure  or  employ 
any  other  party  or  parties  the  said  party  of  the  first  part 
may  deem  proper,  to  furnish  the  work  and  labor  remaining 
unperformed  under  this  contract,  and  furnish  the  materials 
unsupplied  at  the  time  this  contrnct  is  rescinded,  at  any 
price  and  upon  any  terms  conformably  with  current  rates, 
which  said  party  of  the  first  part  may  deem  proper,  and  in 
such  case  the  ])arty  of  the  second  part  hereby  for  them- 
selves and  their  successors,  covenant  and  agree  to  and  with 
the  said  party  of  the  first  part,  to  pay  any  increased  value 
to  be  incurred  and  paid  thereon  by  the  said  party  of  the 
first  part,  above  the  price  set  forth  in  the  schedule  and 
specifications  hereto  annexed. 

And  the  said   party  of  the  second  part   agree  and  cove- 
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nant  that  in  the  prosecution  of  said  work,  they  will  take  down 
all  work,  and  remove  all  materials  not  at3proved  of  by  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  aforesaid,  and  replace  the 
same  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  officer,  at  the  expense  of 
the  said  party  of  the  second  part,  and  that  they  will 
observe  the  directions  of  said  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
in  the  prosecution  of  said  work,  and  thev  further  covenant 
and  agree,  that  the  decision  of  said  officer  shall  be  final 
and  conclusive  in  all  matters  of  dispute  which  may  arise 
between  the  parties  to  this  agreement,  relative  to  and 
touching  the  same.  And  the  party  of  the  second  part 
further  covenant  and  agree,  that  they  will  prosecute  said 
work  with  despatch,  and  complete  the  same  within  fi.f- 
teen  months  from  the  date  of  notice  from  the  Chief 
Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  commence  the  said  work. 

And  the  party  of  the  second  part  further  covenant  and 
agree  as  aforesaid,  that  during  the  construction  of  the  work 
herein  provided  for,  and  until  the  same  shall  be  entirely 
completed,  they  will  observe  and  comply  with  all  and  sin- 
gular the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  now  made  or  to  be 
made,  in  regard  to  the  construction  of  bridges;  and  shall 
and  will  keep  harmless  and  indemnified  the  party  of  the 
first  part  from  all  suits,  accidents,  costs  and  damoges,  by 
reason  of  any  cause  arising  out  of  neglect  thereof,  by  the 
party  of  the  second  part,  their  agents,  servants,  or  any  of 
them;  it  being  expressly  understood  that  all  and  every 
damage,  cost  and  loss  however  arising  and  happening  by 
reason  of  anything  done  or  omitted  in  the  construction 
herein  provided  for  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  their 
agents  or  servants,  or  any  of  them,  shall  be  borne,  paid  and 
suffered  by  the  party  of  the  second  part,  solely  and  wholly, 
except  such  damages  as  result  from  and  are  the  direct  con- 
sequence of  the  construction  t)f  said  bridge  itself,  as  author- 
ized by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  independently  of  the  acts 
or  doings  of  said  party  of  the  second  part,  under  this 
contract. 

And  the  party  of  the  second  part  further  covenant  and 
agree,  by  these  presents,  to  and  with  the  said  the  City  of 
Philadelpliia,  that  no  claim  shall  be  made  by  them  for  any 
delay,  inconvenience  or  suspension  of  work,  or  hindrance  to 
the  furnishing  of  materials,  which  may  arise,  or  be  caused 
by  reason  of  any  litigation  or  legal  or  equitable  suit,  action 
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or  proceeding  whatever,  or  judgment,  order  or  decree,  or 
decision  made  therein,  to  be  instituted  by  any  person  or 
persons  averring  or  claiming  any  infringement  of  any  right, 
or  injury  to  his,  her  or  their  estate,  real  or  personal,  arising 
from  the  construction  of  said  bridge;  but  the  time  for  the 
completion  of  said  construction  shall,  in  such  case,  be  con- 
sidered as  extended  during  the  time  for  which  there  shall 
be  such  delav  arising  from  the  causes  aforesaid.  And  in 
order  that  the  extent  of  such  delay  may  be  ascertained,  it  is 
understood  and  agreed  by  said  party  of  the  second  part, 
that  it  shall  embrace  the  period  commencing  with  the  time 
when  the  City  Solicitor  shall  notify  them  of  the  commence- 
ment of  such  proceedings,  and  any  subsequent  notice  re- 
ceived from  him  of  its  termination,  and  that  they  may 
proceed.  Said  party  of  the  second  part  hereby  agreeing  to 
notify  forthwith  the  City  Solicitor  of  any  writ,  order  or 
decree,  served  upon,  or  legal  or  equitable  proceeding  what- 
ever, commenced  against  them  touching  or  concerning  the 
erection  of  said  bridge,  whether  said  City  is  made  a  party 
thereto  or  not.  And  in  the  event  of  a  final  injunction, 
order,  judgment  or  decree  being  awarded  against  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  or  the  party  of  the  second  part,  prohibiting 
perpetually  the  construction  of  the  said  bridge,  it  is  hereby 
covenanted  and  agreed  that  this  contract  shall  be  deemed 
and  taken  as  cancelled  and  ended,  and  as  though  the  same 
had  never  been  made;  and  in  such  case,  the  said  party  of 
the  second  part  shall  have  no  claim  upon  the  party  of  the 
first  part  for  any  damages  or  loss  whatever  resulting  to  or 
to  be  incurred  by  them  by  leason  of  the  termination  thereby 
of  the  building  of  the  said  bridge,  or  of  this  contract, 
except  for  materials  actually  furnished,  or  for  matefials 
actually  purchased,  and  tor  work  which  shall  have  been 
done  upon  the  same  by  the  party  of  the  second  part  for  ttie 
said  bridge,  and  for  the  labor  done  in  and  about  the  erection 
of  the  said  bridge,  at  the  time  when  the  woi'k  of  said 
party  of  the  second  part  shall  be  so  stopped  and  sus- 
pended by  reason  of  saiil  proceedings.  And  it  is  further 
agreed,  that  the  said  claim  for  materials  purchased  by  the 
party  of  the  second  part,  and  for  work  done  as  aforesaid, 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars; and  the  said  party  ol'  the  tirst  part  shall  not  lie  liable 
for  such  materials  beyond  that  sum.     And  it  is  iurthor  uu- 
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derstood  nnd  agreed,  that  the  party  of  the  second  part 
shall  execute  and  deliver  to  the  party  of  the  first  part  a 
bond,  with  sufficient  surety,  in  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  indemnifying  the  party  of  the  first  part 
from  any  loss  which  may  accrue  by  reason  of  a  failure 
from  any  cause  or  causes  whatsoever,  to  deliver  the  said 
materials  so  purchased  as  aforesaid,  to  the  party  of  the  first 
part.  It  is  also  agreed,  that  the  work  shall  be  paid  for 
according  to  the  prices  respectively  set  opposite  the  items 
in  the  schedule  contained  in  the  proposal  hereto  annexed. 
It  is  also  understood  and  agreed,  that  if  the  said  party  of 
the  second  part  are  delayed  in  the  prosecution  of  the  work 
herein  agreed  to  be  done,  by  other  contractors  not  prose- 
cuting their  work  with  sufficient  despatch  to  enable  the 
party  of  the  second  part  to  proceed,  then  in  every  such 
case  the  party  of  the  first  part  shall  be  relieved  from  all 
claim  for  loss  by  reason  of  such  delay  which  the  said  party 
of  the  second  part  might  otherwise  have,  and  the  time  of 
the  completion  of  the  work  under  this  contract  shall  be 
extended  by  the  addition  of  the  period  of  such  delay :

Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  by  and  in  accordance  with 
the  said  schedule.  The  payniCuts  to  be  made  in  warrants 
drawn  by  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  upon  the 
City  Treasurer,  which  warrants  shall  be  paid  in  cash  or  in 
bonds  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Mayor  of  said  City.  Said  warrants  shall  be  drawn  monthly, 
and  shall  each  be  for  a  sum  fifteen  per  cent,  less  than  the 
monthly  estimates  made  by  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Sur- 
veyor of  the  amount  due  the  said  party  of  the  second  part, 
for  work  done  and  materials  furnisheel  during  the  month.

cates of  which  bills  and  estimates  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways.

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen: — The  experience  of  last  winter  and  this 
compels  the  Trustees  of  the  City  Ice  Boats  to  impress  upon 
your  honorable  body  the  importance  of  constructing  another 
ice  boat  without  delay. 

Eive  5'eai's  ago,  Councils  saw  the  necessity  of  a  second 
boat.     At  that  time,  tho  ex])orls  and  imports  uf  Philadcl- 
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phia  amounted  to  $28,548,312,  carried  in  vessels.     In 

187"2,  the  trade  has  increased  to  $46,788,854,  carried  in 

vessels;  and  we  find  the  present  boats  even  less  able  to 
perform  the  duties  required  of  them  in  severe  winters  than 
one  boat  was  fifteen  years  ago. 

When  we  consider  the  increase  of  traffic  that  must  follow 
the  new  European  steamship  lines  lately  established,  and 
the  largely  increased  fleet  of  coastwise  steamers,  we  have 
every  reason  to  anticipate  during  this  year  a  much  larger 
percentage  of  increase  in  the  commerce  of  our  port  than  in 
any  similar  period  heretofore. 

The  experience  of  the  present  and  pa^t  winters,  when  we 
consider  the  liability  of  accidents  to  your  boats  as  well  as 
the  increased  commerce,  demonstrates  conclusively  that 
two  boats  are  entirely  inadequate  to  perform  the  services 
expected  of  them  under  such  circumstances  as  the  present. 

The  commerce  of  Philadelphia  has,  during  the  past  few 
years,  taken  a  new  start,  as  is  evidenced  by  the  large  in- 
crease in  the  coastwise  and  foreign  steamship  trade,  and  it 
is  unnecessary  that  your  Trustees  should  impress  upon 
your  honorable  body  the  necessity  of  fostering  this  new 
growth  by  every  pos^^ible  care. 

Philadelphia  has  great  geographical  advantages,  which 
are  attracting  the  attention  of  merchants  in  neighboring 
cities;  and  there  is  no  guarantee  to  which  parties  desiring 
to  trade  with  Philadelphia  attach  so  much  importance  as  the 
assurance  from  the  City  authorities  that  navigation  shall  be 
kept  open  and  free  under  all  circumstances.

Tbrougli  yon  I  beg  to  lay  before  City  Councils  an  official 
copy  of  the  bill  now  before  the  General  Assembly,  designed 
to  create  a  board  of  sanitary  officers  for  the  City  of  Phila- 
delphia, charged  with  the  duties  of  a  street  cleaning  bureau. 
By  referring  to  the  bill,  you  will  perceive  that  the  Mayor 
of  the  City  is  made  the  most  important  officer  of  the  Board  ; 
and  with  the  near  approach  of  the  nation's  first  Centennial 
Celebration  in  our  City,  when  people  and  representatives 
from  all  the  nations  of  the  world  will  be  amongst  us,  it  does 
occur  to  me  that  the  cleansing  of  the  streets  of  our  City 
should  be  taken  from  the  irresponsible  and  totally  incom- 
petent Board  of  Health,  and  placed  where  a  decent  degree  of 
responsibility  exists.  On  whom  then  could  this  responsi- 
bility more  appropriately  be  fixed  than  upon  the  M;iyor  ? 
The  bill  in  question  limits  the  amount  of  expenditures  by 
the  sanitary  board  to  that  appropriated  by  Councils  ; 
vacancies  in  the  board  are  filled  by  Councils,  and  impeach- 
ment by  Councils  of  the  members  of  the  sanitary  board  is 
the  punishment.  The  bill  provides  for  violation  of  the  trust 
imposed,  and  although  it  is  designed  subsequently  for  the 
citizens  at  large  to  elect  the  members  of  the  sanitary  board, 
the  jurisdiction  of  Councils  over  the  board  continues.  As 
the  matter  now  stands,  the  Board  of  Health  can  go  on 
issuing  warrants  for  the  pay  of  contractors,  and  if  at  the 
end  of  half  a  year's  failure  to  cleanse  the  streets,  the  Board 
of  Health  should,  in  obedience  to  popular  demand,  annul 
the  contracts  they  have  entered  into  with  their  friends,  the 
prima  facie  evidence  that  the  work  was  done  will  be  in  the 
possession  of  the  street  cleaning  contractors,  in  the  shape  of 
warrants  drawn  by  the  Board  of  Health  upon  the  City 
Treasurer;  and  in  a  jury  trial  to  recover  from  the  City, 
these  warrants  would  go  far  towards  determining  the  case 
against  the  City. 

As  I  understand  it,  City  Councils  are  powerless  to  ])ro- 
hibit  the  issuing  of  warrants  by  the  Health  Board  for  work 
not  performed,  while  if  the  sanitary   bill   becomes  a  law, 
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impeachment  is  the  check  to  like  action  on  the  part  of  the 
sanitary  board. 

la  conclusion,  as  my  name  has  been  "  lifted  out"  of  the 
bill,  I  am  now  at  liberty  to  urge  the  passage  of  the  act  in 
question,  on  the  ground  that  the  public  interest  demands 
the  same ;  and  trusting  that  this  measure  does  not  come 
within  the  scope  of  the  resolution  of  request  to  the  Governor, 
passed  at  the  last  meeting  of  City  Councils,  I  am  with  great

Agreeably  to  the  resolution  of  your  Committee,  the 
Board  of  Managers  beg  leave  respectfully  to  recommend 
the  following  changes  and  additions  in  the  specifications  of 
the  contract  of  Richard  J.  Dobbins,  with  the  City. 

First.  That  the  cell  wings  be  plastered  upon  the  walls 
without  studding  or  lath,  to  be  finished  rough,  and  jointed 
in  imitation  of  granite  blocks. 

Second.  That  the  large  water  tank  be  dispensed  with,  and 
in  place  of  the  Worthington  pumps,  one  or  more  Holly 
pumps  be  substituted,  sufficient  to  keep  up  a  steady  supply 
of  water  to  all  parts  of  the  house  and  grounds,  and  serve  as 
a  fire  engine  in  case  of  necessity. 

One  or  two  small  tanks  placed  in  the  towers  in  accord- 
ance   with   the   original    plans,    would   be    of    advantage, 
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especially    sliould    accident    happen   at   any   time    to    the 
pumps. 

Third.  That  one  of  the  ovens  called  for  shall  be  a  rotary 
oven. 

The  Board  would  respectfully  suggest,  that  an  exami- 
nation be  made  as  to  the  feasibility  of  changing  the  rooms 
intended  for  kitchens,  and  adapting  others  to  that  use,  in 
view  of  getting  more  space  and  light ;  also,  as  to  the  loca- 
tion of  the  ice  house. 

They  would  also  suggest,  that  in  consultation  with  the 
architect,  a  thorough  examination  be  made  into  the  method 
of  heating  the  building,  so  that  the  utmost  economy  of 
heat  and  fuel  may  be  obtained. 

The  Board  would  also  call  the  attention  of  the  Committee 
to  a  proposed  change  in  the  plans  of  five  out  of  the  six  cell 
wings  yet  to  be  erected  ;  which,  while  they  believe  it  will 
be  an  advantage  in  many  respects,  and  can  be  much  more 
economically  conducted,  must  reduce  to  a  considerable 
amount  the  cost  of  their  erection  ;  it  is,  to  dispense  with  the 
dividing  or  second  story  floors  of  the  wings,  excepting  in 
one  of  those  intended  for  the  occupancy  of  women,  who  no 
doubt  will  be  required  to  be  classified  into  some  smaller 
classes  than  would  fill  a  whole  wing.  The  accommodations 
as  to  bath  rooms,  closets,  &c.,  need  not  be  altered,  as  plat- 
forms can  be  extended  from  the  third  tiers  of  cells  to  where 
they  are  intended  to  be  placed. 

The  advantages  are  better  ventilation,  better  and  cheaper 
lighting,  and  a  less  number  of  watchmen  and  attendants; 
this  alteration  after  seeing  the  workings  of  other  institutions, 
the  Board  recommend  should  be  made. 

That  part  of  the  resolution  of  the  Committee  asking  the 
probable  cost  of  the  proposed  changes,  the  Board  are  not 
prepared  to  answer,  but  would  ask  that  they  be  referred  to 
the  architect  to  make  the  calculations. 

Desiring  only  to  make  the  House  of  Correction  a  success, 
at  the  least  possible  cost  to  the  City,  the  Board  are  at  all 
times  ready  to  cooperate  wiih  the  Committee  of  Councils 
in  fuitherance  of  these  ends.

Of  instruction  to  the  City  Solicitor  relative  to  tlie  House  of  Correction. 

Resolved  hy  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia^  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  and  he  is  hereby 
directed  to  prepare  the  necessary  legal  pnpers  and  agree- 
ments between  R.  J.  Dobbins  and  the  City  of  Philadelphia, 
so  as  to  protect  the  City  in  the  alterations  made  to  the  arti- 
cles of  agreement  in  the  alterations  made  and  suggested  in 
the  original  plans  of  the  House  of  Correction,  by  the  Com- 
mittee on  House  of  Correction,  Architect  and  Committee 
on  Property  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  House  of 
Correction :  Provided^  That  the  said  R.  J.  Dobbins  shall 
agree  in  writing  to  waive  all  right  to  compensation  for  delay 
in  the  construction  of  said  House  of  Correction,  caused  by 
said  alterations. 


APPENDIX    No.    136. 

Philadelphia,  March  20,  1873. 

To  the  Common  Council  of  the 

City  of  Philadelphia : 

Gentlemen  : — The  Special  Committee,  to  whom  was 
referred  an  Ordinance  to  make  an  appropiiation  to  furnish 
and  make  ready  for  occupancy  the  Eighth  Police  District 
Station  House,  with  instructions  to  investigate  the  projiosed 
alterations  and  additions  to,  and  the  condition  in  which  the 
said  station  house  is  in,  respectfully  report  that  they 
visited  the  station  house  and  examined  the  work,  and  find 
that  the  same  has  been  constructed  according  to  the  specifi- 
cations. There  were  omissions  in  the  specifications,  which 
to  supply  by  additional  work,  will  cost  about  three  hun- 
dred dollars;  the  balance  of  the  appropriation  is  needed  to 
make  the  quarters  of  the  lieutenant,  sergeants  and  men 
comfortable,  and  to  provide  furniture.  [A  memorandum  of 
the  worii  to  the  done  and  the  furniture  required,  with  the 
testimony  in  the  matter,  is  hereunto  annexed.] 

The  Committee  believe  that  the  omissions  from  the  speci- 
fications were  not  intentional,  but  an  oversight  of  the  ar- 
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chitect,  and  to  provide  for  the  omissions,  will  cost  the 
sum  of  three  hundred  dollars,  as  above  mentioned.  No 
blame  is  to  be  attached  to  the  contractor,  Charles  C.  Car- 
man, as  he  has  faithfully  fulfilled  his  duty  and  complied 
with  the  specifications. 

The  Committee  did  not  consider  it  proper  to  investigate 
matters  not  referred  to  them,  and  thereby  delay  the  time 
when  the  City  could  occupy  the  building,  with  no  profit 
from  the  investigation. 

The  Committee  report  back  the  Ordinance,  and  recom- 
mend its  passage.

Iron  guards  for  14  cell  house  windows.  Wooden 
frames  and  wire  screens,  for  cell  house  cellar  windows. 
Place  urinal  in  cellar.  Iron  sink  in  cell  house,  and  cock 
in  yard  to  draw  water  for  outside  use.  Wash  basin  in  ser- 
geant's room,  with  marble  top.  Iron  bedstead  frames,  in- 
cluding 1|  inch  plank  top,  similar  to  Fifteenth  Street  Station 
House.  Desks  in  roll  and  drill  rooms,  as  per  plan,  including 
platform.  20  closets,  as  per  plan,  with  locks  and  hooks. 
Wardrobes  in  lieutenant  and  sergeant's  rooms,  of  suitable 
size  to  suit  recesses.  Door  cut  to  bath  room  from  lieuten- 
ant's room.  Moving  pin  rails  from  old  to  new  station 
house.  Iron  two  cell  ceilings,  as  required,  with  boiler  iron, 
suitable  benches  in  cells.  Iron  gate  and  fence,  of  strong 
and  neat  pattern,  in  front. 


Testimony,  March  11,  IS 73. 

Mr.  Lyster  stated :  I  was  on  Police  Committee  of  1872, 
when  the  plans  and  specifications  of  station  houses  were 
before  the  Committee;  when  this  station  house,  or  plans 
and  specifications,  being  considered,  it  went  through  the 
same  course  as  all  the  rest  of  them  did;  they  were  read 
over,  being  quite  a  number  of  pages  in  specification,  and  it 
would  have  been  impossible  for  the  Committee  'to  have 
noted  all  that  was  in  or  out  of  specifications ;  I  supposed 
they  were  complete  at  that  time.     After  the  contract  had 
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been  awarded  and  buildings  partly  erected,  I  visited  the 
station  house  with  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  a  portion  of 
Police  Committee ;  I  found,  upon  examining  the  building, 
that  there  was  quite  a  number  of  items  omitted  in  that 
building  from  the  specitications;  we  discovered  there 
were  no  iron  joists  under  or  over  the  cells;  there  was  quite 
a  number  of  other  items  we  took  notice  of  that  T  cannot 
tell  now  ;  but  it  was  spoken  as  not  complete  as  it  should  be. 
When  we  returned  we  examined  the  specifications,  and  we 
found  these  items  omitted  from  the  specifications;  I  called 
the  attention  of  Police  Committee  at  following  meeting  to 
that  fact;  the  genera!  Committee  instructed  the  special  Com- 
mittee of  that  district  to  investigate  the  matter  and  report  to 
the  general  Committee  ;  when  this  Committee  did  report,  they 
reported  that  there  were  no  speaking  tubes  and  no  lining  to 
the  di'ill  room,  which  they  recommended  should  be  done  at 
a  cost  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  As  Mr.  Sloan,  the 
architect  of  the  other  station  ijouses,  publicly  asserted  that 
these  were  his  plans,  slightly  modified,  I  felt  that  there  had. 
been  a  fraud  practised  on  the  general  Committee.  I  would 
state  in  justice  to  the  builder  that  he  did  live  up  to  the  spe- 
cifications in  every  particular  that  I  am  aware  of;  the  speci- 
fications did  not  specily  the  kind  of  pipe  to  drain  drill  room, 
&c.,  while  all  the  other  station  houses,  the  architects  entered 
minutely  into  every  article  the  contractor  was  to  put  in  the 
buildings.  As  they  needed  fourteen  hundred  dollars  to 
fiiieen  hundred  dollars  to  complete  the  building,  I  felt  it 
necessary  that  there  should  be  an  investigation  to  show  that 
no  moi'c  money  would  be  needed  to  complete  the  station 
house. 

Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Caven.  I  was  present  when  the 
plans  were  adopted:  I  did  not  know  who  was  the  architect; 
1  supposed  the  plans  were  Mr.  Sloan's  until  they  were 
adopted  ;  the  drawing  of  Sloan's  plans  were  so  different ; 
I  thoughi  they  were  the  plans;  they  resembled  evei'y  par- 
ticular Mr.  Sloan's  plans,  except  the  front ;  I  had  experience 
on  Mr.  Sloan's  plans;  I  think,  with  the  exception  of  what 
were  omitted,  they  were  similar  to  Mr.  Sloan's;  I  first  dis- 
covered they  were  not  Mr.  Sloan's  plans  on  the  day  they 
were  adopted.  The  general  Committee,  after  I  called  their 
attention  to  the  delects,  instructetl  the  Sub-Committee  to  in- 
vesiij^ate.     1  cannot  recollect  whetlier  there  were  over  two 
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plans  offered  of  this  station  house;  this  plan  was  adopted 
the  same  as  other  plans;  I  think  the  imposition  laid  between 
the  Sub-Committee  and  general  Committee. 

H.  C.  Hawkins,  sworn.  The  architects  left  little  matters 
out ;  on  account  of  my  suggestions  he  left  out  to  save  costs, 
&c.  Plans  were  invited  by  the  Committee  ;  there  were  no 
names  mentioned ;  we  merely  asked  architects  to  put  in  plans. 
There  was  no  other  impression  but  that  the  Committee  was 
adopting  Mr.  Dixon's  plan  ;  there  is  no  truth  in  the  impres- 
sion, I  put  my  finger  on  the  plan,  covering  the  name  of 
Mr.  Sloan  ;  there  were  two  plans,  viz. :  Mr.  Dixon's  and  Mr. 
Sloan's  plan.  I  said  to  Mr.  Dixon,  do  without  as  much  iron 
as  you  can,  and  plumbing,  ko.,  and  the  extra  work.  I  was 
chairman  of  the  Sub-Committee  this  and  last  year ;  I  was 
not  at  the  meeting  of  Police  Committee  the  day  that  the 
matter  of  asking  for  extra  appropriation  came  before  them 
first,  but  it  was  stated  there  that  there  were  certain  extra 
matters  needed  to  fit  it  for  occupancy  that  would  require 
more  money ;  this  matter  was  referred  to  the  Sub-Commit- 
tee of  that  district,  and  the  resolution  ended  with  power  to 
act;  at  the  next  meeting  I  was  not  there;  whether  by  re- 
solution of  the  Committee  contractors  were  asked  to  bid  for 
extra  vrork,  I  do  not  know ;  but  I  was  told  that  bids  had 
been  handed  to  the  Police  Committee  for  this  extra  work, 
and  they  were  in  sealed  envelopes,  in  possession  of  Mr. 
Stewart,  directed  to  me  ;  directed  to  be  opened  by  chairman 
of  Eighth  Police  District ;  I  called  a  meeting  of  the  Sub- 
Committee  and  got  the  envelopes  out  of  his  minute  book, 
sealed  and  directed  to  me  ;  called  the  Committee  together; 
there  were  present  Mr.  Miller,  and  Mr.  Geo.  E.  Hall,  and 
myself;  I  also  notified  the  two  bidders,  Mr.  Carman  and 
Mr.  Franks,  to  be  present  at  the  Committee  when  this  en- 
velope was  opened ;  they  were  both  there  in  the  envelope  ; 
the  Committee  examined  them,  and  suggested  one  or  two 
improvements;  the  Committee  had  one  or  two  days  to  esti- 
mate the  change,  amounting  to  two  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars ;  Mr.  Carman's  plan  was  adopted  ;  under  that  impression 
they  were  told  to  go  on  ;  Mr.  Shermer  and  Mr.  Marcus  were 
present;  and  on  inquiry  of  the  lieutenant  we  said  to  the 
contractor  get  your  work  done  in  three  weeks  from  the  fol- 
lowing Monday.  They  said  :  Hawkins,  draw  a  little  con- 
tract, which  I  did.     We  went  back  to  the  Committee  and 
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they  said  the  Committee  would  report  a  bill  to  Councils  to 
make  an  appropriation  to  pay  for  it ;  the  difference  between 
eleven  hundred  dollars  and  fourteen  hundred  and  eighty 
dollars  and  fifty  cents,  was  on  account  of  change  from  pine  to 
walnut  stuff". 

C.  T.  Jones.  T  was  on  Sub-Committee  of  last  year.  I  do 
not  recollect  anything  about  the  plan  of  Mr.  Dixon  ;  I  was 
Dot  consulted  about  this  plan. 

E.  W,  Downing  stated  :  I  was  appointed  on  the  Sub-Com- 
mittee ;  I  was  anxious  to  have  the  building  up  as  soon  as 
possible.  Mr.  Hawkins  came  to  me  and  asked  if  I  had 
any  objections  to  Mr.  Dixon  putting  in  plans  for  this  build- 
ing; I  said  to  Mr.  Hawkins,  I  did  not  care  who  drew  the 
pdans  ;  I  went  away  19th  of  May  and  came  back  middle  of 
June.  I  understood  there  was  no  deception  in  the  adoption 
of  the  plan  ;  there  was  none  used  towards  me.  I  knew  it 
was  IMr.  Dixon's  plan  adopted  after!  came  home;  I  read  the 
specifications;  I  saw  nothing  wrong;  I  say  I  was  in  the 
station  house  almost  every  day  from  commencement  to 
ending;  I  saw  there  were  some  things  left  out  that  ought 
to  be  in  the  same;  the  Sub-Committee  reported  in  favor  of 
stripping  and  gongs,  bells,  gas  pipe,  &c.,  lor  one  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars.  I  believe  Mr.  Carman  finished  the 
building  according  to  contract;  I  think  Mr.  Carman  came 
up  to  his  specifications  in  every  respect ;  it  is  not  necessary 
to  furnish,  &c.,  such  as  desks,  &c.,  in  specifications. 

J.  C.  McCall.  I  had  no  knowledge  of  the  building  until 
the  building  was  finished  ;  I  think  that  Mr.  Hawkins  spoke 
to  me  relative  to  Mr.  Dixon's  plan  ;  I  remember  adopting 
Mr.  Dixon's  plan  as  Mr.  Dixon's;  I  had  a  knowledge  it  was 
Mr.  Dixon's  plan ;  Mr.  Sloan  had  a  plan  there  ;  I  never  had 
a  notice  of  the  Sub-Committee  previous  to  building  being 
finished. 

Mr.  B.  Clifford  Dixon,  siccrn.  Ihave  been  in  business  of 
architect  for  eight  years  ;  I  have  been  in  business  myself  one 
year  this  March ;  I  had  experience  from  Mr.  Hobbs ;  my 
plan  was  sent  to  Mr.  Hawkins ;  I  never  made  a  plan  of 
station  house  before;  I  drew  plans  as  employee,  but  not  in 
my  own  name ;  the  plans  were  original  and  my  own  ideas ; 
I  procured  my  ideas  from  Mr.  Hawkins,  who  said  there 
should  be  eight  cells,  roll  room,  &c.,  lodgers  room,  plumb- 
ing;!  visited  no  station  houses  before!  prepared  plans ; 
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there  was  no  sugo:estions  except  Mr.  Hawkins ;  I  did  not 
know  who  were  the  competitors ;  I  did  not  see  his  plans ; 
I  have  been  paid  for  mj  services  ;  I  saw  no  other  member 
of  the  Committee  except  Mr.  Hawkins ;  I  never  met  with 
the  general  Committee ;  it  is  not  necessary  to  include  ward- 
robes, &c.,  in  contract. 

Mr.  Carman.  All  I  know  I  estimated  on  this  plan ;  I 
bid  the  second  time  and  carried  out  the  plan  in  good  faith ; 
to  complete  the  station  house  would  require  three  hundred 
dollars .  I  do  not  think  there  was  a  building  finished  that 
the  architect  attended  to  so  thoroughly,  being  present  Q-verj 
day  ;  the  expense  of  changes  would  be  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars. 


APPENDIX    No.    137. 

To  the  Common  Council 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia: 

The  undersigned,  being  a  minority  of  the  Committee 
appointed  by  this  Chamber,  to  whom  "An  Ordinance  to 
make  an  appropriation  to  furnish  and  make  ready  for  occu- 
pancy the  Eighth  Police  District  Station  House,"  was 
referred,  with  instructions  to  investigate  the  proposed 
alterations  and  additions  to,  and  the  condition  in  which  said 
station  house  is,  report,  that  the  Committee  proceeded  to 
discharsfe  its  -duties : 

O 

First.  By  an  examination  of  the  minutes  of  the  Police 
Committee  of  last  year,  and  of  the  Journal  of  Council  for 
the  same  time. 

Second.  By  a  personal  inspection  of  the  station  house, 
with  the  plans  and  specifications  in  hand. 

Third.  By  examination  of  witnesses. 

In  regard  to  the  first  item,  they  found  that  the  Sub- 
Committee,  for  the  year  1872,  in  the  matter  of  this  station 
house,  was  Messrs.  Hawkins,  chairman,  E.  W.  Downing,  Gr. 
W.  Nickels,  C.  Thomson  Jones,  and  McOall. 

That  at  a  meeting  of  the  Committee,  held  May  22d,  1872, 
on  motion  of  Mr.  Hawkins,  the  plan  of  B.  C.  Dixon,  archi- 
tect, was  adopted,  and  five  hundred  dollars  be  paid  him 
for  plans,  specifications,  and  superintendence;  and  by  Ordi- 
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nance  of  May  25th,  1872  (page  258),  said  plans  were  ap- 
proved by  Councils. 

That  by  Ordinance  of  July  16th,  1872,  page  '338,  Coun- 
cils approved  of  the  award  of  the  contract  for  the  erection 
of  said  station  house,  to  George  Diemer,  for  twenty-two 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars:  Provided,  Said 
sum  should  fully  erect  and  complete  said  station  house  ; 
but  Mr.  Carman  appears  to  have  been  the  contractor. 

That  by  Ordinance  of  July  31st,  1872,  page  383,  Councils 
approved  of  sureties  of  contractor. 

In  regard  to  the  second  item,  to  wit :  the  personal  in- 
spection of  the  station  house,  with  the  plans  and  specifica- 
tions, they  found  : 

That  some  important  requisites  to  a  station  house  had 
been  omitted  in  the  plans  and  specifications,  viz. :  the 
proper  construction  of  the  cells,  to  prevent  prisoners  from 
cutting  through  the  ceiling,  and  thereby  escape. 

Iron  guards  for  the  cell  windows  had  been  omitted,  as 
also  very  necessary  plumbing. 

The  kind  of  heating  apparatus  was  not  named  in  the 
specification,  and  the  contractor  placed  in  the  one  which 
the  architect  subsequently  directed  him. 

His  honor  the  Mayor  informed  some  of  the  Committee 
that  it  was  on  account  of  the  heating  apparatus  that  he 
vetoed  the  bill  to  release  the  sureties  of  the  contractor. 

Your  Committee  will  say,  however,  that  the  day  they 
visited  the  building  it  was  quite  cold,  but  they  found  the 
building  comfortably  warm. 

They  found  the  contractor  h&d  done  his  duty  in  the 
building,  as  far  as  the  plans  and  specifications  required, 
and  even  made  changes  and  alterations  (at  an  increased 
expense)  not  required  by  the  said  plans  and  specifications. 

The  extra  work,  for  which  an  appropriation  has  been 
asked,  is  partly  in  what  the  Committee  determined  was 
furniture,  and  part  properly  within  the  plans  for  erection  of 
such  a  building,  although,  we  think,  the  twenty  closets 
required  are  not  strictly  furniture,  but  should  have  been 
incorporated  in  the  plans  and  specifications.  It  was  thought 
that  three  hundred  dollars  would  probably  cover  the  extra 
work  required  to  complete  the  building,  but  an  appropria- 
tion of  one  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty  dollars  is 
asked  for.  A  Sub-Committee  had  already  ordered  this  work 
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done,  but  subsequently  countermanded  the  order,  although 
not  until  the  work  had  partly  progressed. 

In  regard  to  the  last  item,  to  wit:  the  examination  of 
witnesses,  the  Committee  experienced  some  difficulty,  first, 
by  what  appeared  to  be  conflicting  testimony ;  and,  second, 
bythe  unwillingness  of  the  Committee  to  push  the  investi- 
gation further.  Some  members  of  Councils  (including 
some  of  the  Committee)  had  an  impression  in  their  minds, 
that  the  plans  of  the  station  house,  though  adopted  as  Mr. 
Dixon's  plans,  were  really  those  of  Mr.  Sloan  ;  or,  in  other 
words,  that  Mr.  Dixon  had,  as  far  as  was  expedient  for  him, 
copied  from  Mr.  Sloan's  plans.  This,  a  portion'  of  the 
Committee  thought  was  not  only  unfair  as  between  men,  but, 
what  was  most  important  to  Councils,  prejudicial  to  the  best 
interests  of  the  City.  To  ascertain  if  this  was  so,  and  who 
was  the  agent  in  procuring  Mr.  Sloan's  plans,  the  minority 
of  your  Committee  deemed  it  to  be  their  duty. 

Mr.  Lyster,  a  member  of  the  Police  Committee,  testified, 
that  up  to  the  moment  they  were  adopted,  he  thought  they 
were  Sloan's  plans  ;  he  says  "  they  resemble  Sloan's  plans, 
with  the  exception  of  the  front.  The  interior  arrange- 
ments, Mr.  Sloan  assured  me,  were  his  plans,"  and  that  Mr. 
Sloan  publicly  asserted  that  they  were  his  plans,  slightly 
modified,  and  that  he  (Lyster)  felt  that  a  fraud  had  been 
committed  on  the  general  Committee. 

Mr.  Hawkins  says  he  was  acquainted  with  Mr,  Dixon 
in  his  boyhood,  but  had  not  seen  him  for  a  number  of  years ; 
that  he  promised  him  he  would  use  his  influence  with  the 
Police  Committee  to  have  his  (Dixon's)  plans  adopted ; 
that  he  said  to  Mr.  Dixon,  as  economy  is  entering  largely 
into  the  consideration  of  the  Committee,  if  you  can  be  eco- 
nomical, the  more  likely  will  your  plan  be  adopted ;  if  you 
can  do  with  a  little  less  here  and  there,  and  make  the  build- 
ing strong,  do  it,  and  he  accordingly  did  so.  Mr.  Hawkins 
further  testified,  that  Mr.  Sloan  also  presented  plans  to  the 
Committee,  although  he  never  saw  Mr.  Sloan's  plans  until 
the  day  the  two  were  submitted  before  the  general  Commit- 
tee. 

Mr.  Sloan,  was  unable  by  reason  of  a  previous  engage- 
ment, to  attend  the  meeting  of  the  Committee,  when  the  last 
named  gentlemen  were  examined  ;  and,  therefore,  sent  a  let- 
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ter  directed  to  the  Clerks  of  Council,  in  which  he  stated 
that  he  visited  the  site  of  the  station  house,  at  the  request 
of  Mr,  Hawkins,  who  desired  him  to  make  a  survey,  and 
prepared  plans  for -the  building,  which  he  did,  and  sent 
Mr.  Hawkins  a  tracing  of  the  same,  which  ended  his  con- 
nection with  the  affair,  with  a  loss  of  at  least  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  that  his  original  plans  were  never  before  the  Police 
Committee. 

This  you  will  perceive  is  in  direct  contradiction  to  Mr. 
Hawkins,  when  he  says,  he  never  saw  Mr.  Sloan's  plans, 
until  the  day  when  the  plans  were  before  the  Committee, 

Mr.  Dixon,  the  architect,  is  a  young  man,  and  stated 
■under  oath,  that  the  plans  of  this  station  house  were  his 
first  drawing  for  a  station  house;  that  they  originated  with 
himself;  that  Mr.  Hawkins  gave  him  a  memorandum  of 
the  rooms  and  cells  required  ;  that  before  drawing  the  plans 
he  never  visited  any  station  house,  and  that  he  never  saw 
Mr.  Sloan's  plans ;  that  he  never  saw  any  other  members 
of  the  Committee  but  Mr.  Hawkins. 

The  other  members  of  the  Sub-Committee  stated  that 
they  never  received  any  notice  of  the  meetings  of  the  Sub- 
Committee,  but  that  at  the  meeting  of  the  general  Commit- 
tee, it  appears  that  some  of  the  members  knew  they  were 
adopting  Dixon's  plans.  The  managing  member  of  the 
Committee  seemed  to  be  Mr.  Hawkins. 

In  view  of  the  testimony  of  Mr.  Lyster,  the  contradic- 
tion of  Mr.  Hawkins  by  the  letter  of  Mr.  Sloan,  and  the 
fact  that  Mr.  Hawkins  gave  all  necessary  information  to 
Mr.  Dixon  as  to  the  requirements  of  a  station  house,  the 
minority  of  this  Committee  thought  that  Mr.  Sloan  and  other 
gentlemen  who  might  be  able  to  give  information  to  the  Conir 
mittee,  should  be  summoned  before  it.  In  this  they  were 
overruled  by  the  majority,  and  the  labors  of  the  Committee 
thereupon  terminated. 

So  far  as  advised  from  all  the  facts  of  the  case,  your 
minority  Committee  recommend  and  find : 

First.  That  an  appropriation  to  complete  and  furnish  the 
station  house  be  granted  ;  that  the  blank  walls  on  both  sides 
of  the  said  house  be  plastered  and  whitened,  and  that  a 
proper  fence  and  gate  be  constructed  ou  both  sides  of  the 
front  and  ou  the  rear  street. 
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Second.  That  the  Sub-Committee  of  the  present  year  com- 
mitted an  error  in  ordering  the  extra  work  to  be  gone  on 
with,  without  the  sanction  of  Councils.  And  to  this  sub- 
ject thej  would  call  especial  attention,  feeling  that  the  best 
judgment  of  the  members  of  both  Chambers  will  dictate  to 
them,  the  impropriety  of  acting  or  contracting  for  the  City, 
without  authority.

meanor in  office,  to  wit:  By  depriving  the  City  of  the 
advantage  of  honest  competition  in  the  conduct  of  its  vast 
business.  Your  minority  Committee  feeling  thiit  this  mode 
of  doing  business  is  the  only  true  plan  for  the  City  to 
adopt,  to  insure  a  full  and  honest  return  for  money  expended.

interest  thereof,  are  payable  free  from  all  taxes. 

Sect.  2.  Whenever  any  loan  shall  be  made  by  virtue

Gentlemen: — Your  Sub-Committee  to  whom  was  re- 
ferred by  the  general  Committee  the  following  resolution, 
viz. :  "  Whereas^  In  the  proceeding  in  bankruptcy  arising  out 
of  the  deficit  in  the  City  Treasury,  numerous  litigated  points 
have  arisen,  and  much  time  and  money  will  be  expended 
before  such  and  other  points  will  be  decided  ;  therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  Finance  Committee  be  instructed  to 
investigate  the  matter,  and  ascertain  if  a  just  settlement  is 
practicable,  and  to  report  such  settlement  with  appropriate 
resolution,"  would  respectfully  report  that  they  have  given 
the  subject  that  careful  consideration  its  importance  and 
intimate  relation  to  the  interests  of  the  City  demand.  They 
were  attended  at  their  meetings  by  William  B.  Mann,  Esq., 
as  counsel  for  the  sureties  of  Joseph  F.  Marcer,  late  City 
Treasurer ;  William  II.  Yerkes,  Esq.,  as  counsel  for  the  as- 
signee in  bankruptcy  of  Mr.  Marcer ;  Charles  H.  T.  Collis, 
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Esq.,  City  Solicitor,  and  by  Mr.  Charles  T.  Yerkes,  Jr.,  in 
person.  In  order  that  the  result  at  which  your  Sub-Com- 
mittee has  arrived,  may  be  stated  with  clearness  and  preci- 
sion, it  is  necessary  to  recapitulate  facts,  perhaps,  already 
known  to  many,  if  not  all  the  members  of  the  general  Com- 
mittee. The  deficit  of  Mr.  Marcer  as  City  Treasurer, 
amounted  to  $478,000.  He  gave  bond  with  sureties  to  the 
City,  in  the  sum  of  $100,000,  as  required  by  Ordinance. 
After  his  defalcation  became  known  and  ascertained,  pro- 
ceedings were  commenced  in  bankruptcy  against  Air.  Mar- 
cer by  the  City,  and  he  was  adjudged  a  bankrupt.  Similar 
proceedings  were  also  instituted  against  Mr.  Charles  T. 
Yerkes,  Jr.,  who  had  been  acting  as  broker  for  Mr.  Marcer 
in  the  sale  of  City  loan,  and  whose  failure  caused  by  the 
great  re-action  consequent  upon  the  Chicago  fire,  rendered 
him  unable  to  pay  to  Mr.  Marcer  the  amount  due  the 
Treasury  of  the  City,  and  thus  developed  the  deficiency 
of  Mr.  Marcer  in  his  accounts.  The  sureties  of  Mr. 
Marcer  finding  that  they  would  be  called  upon  to 
pay  the  amount  of  their  bond,  obtained  from  Mr.  Mar- 
cer the  sum  of  $55,000  of  his  individual  and  private 
property,  and  with  this  and  the  balance  of  $-15,000  of 
their  own  moneys  paid  the  sum  of  $100,000  to  the  City 
Solicitor.  This  reduced  the  deficit  of  Mr.  Marcer  to 
$378,000.  The  sureties  of  Mr.  Marcer,  in  order  to  still  fur- 
ther protect  themselves  from  loss,  obtained  from  Mr.  David 
Jones,  who  had  been  chief  clerk  in  the  office  of  the  City 
Treasurer,  a  conveyance  to  them  of  all  his  real  estate,  esti- 
mated to  be  worth  from  $20,000  to  $80,000.  It  seems, 
however,  upon  reflection,  Mr.  Jones  repented  of  his  action, 
and  soon  commenced  legal  proceedings  to  set  aside  the  con- 
veyance to  the  sureties.  The  consequence  is  this  suit  is  still 
pending,  and  Mr.  Jones  being  in  possession  of  his  real  estate, 
that  his  property  is,  to  use  a  homely  expression,  tied  up,  and 
can  at  present  be  of  no  value  either  to  the  sureties  or  to 
Mr.  Jones,  for  neither  has  a  good  title,  as  before  stated.  The 
balance  now  due  by  Mr.  Marcer  is  $378,000,  to  recover 
which  the  City  can  look  only  to  the  assigned  estates  of  Mr. 
Marcer  and  Mr.  Yerkes.  In  the  present  position  of  the 
bankruptcy  proceedings,  the  assignee  of  Mr.  Marcer  can  un- 
doubtedly compel  the  sureties  to  refund  to  him  the  $55,000 
which  they  obtained  from  Mr.  Marcer.     The  assignee  of 
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Mr.  Marcer  will  also  claim  from  tLe  estate  ofMr.  Yerkes  the 
$378,000,  or  its  ])ro  rata,  and  if  this  claim  be  sustained,  the 
amount  received  would  be  assets  for  distribution  among  the 
creditors  of  Mr.  Marcer,  unless  the  City,  by  continuing 
the  liti<(ation,  should  establish  its  claim  directly  against 
Yerkes'  estate,  and  thus  exclude  the  other  creditors  of  Mr. 
Marcer  from  any  right  to  this  fund.  Then  the  sureties  of 
Mr.  Marcer  having  paid  $100,000  of  his  debt  to  the  City, 
claim  that  they  are  entitled  to  a  divitlend  or  pro  rata  of 
that  amount  from  the  estate  of  Mr.  Marcer,  which,  if 
allowed,  would  reduce  the  amount  to  be  awarded  to  the 
City.  The  judgment  on  the  bond  and  warrant  of  Mr.  Mar- 
cer and  his  sureties,  although  paid,  has  never  been  marked 
"satisfied."  The  sureties  are  desirous  of  having  this  ac- 
complished, and  also  of  compromising  and  ending  the  ex- 
pensive litigation  in  the  bankruptcy  proceedings,  alleging 
that  by  the  latter  course  more  money  will  be  realized  by 
the  City  than  by  continuing  the  litigation.  The  offer  made 
by  the  sureties  (as  will  more  fully  appear  in  a  paper  hereto 
annexed  entitled""  In  re  City  Treasury  Deficit)  is:  First. 
That  the  sum  $15,000  shall  be  paid  to  the  City,  this  being 
the  amount  agreed  to  be  paid  to  them  by  David  Jones, 
or  his  friends,  to  secure  the  reconveyance  of  his  real  estate. 
Second.  The  estate  of  Charles  T.  Yerkes,  Jr.,  will  in  all 
probability  pay  twenty-five  cents  on  the  dollar  on  the  entire 
claim  of  the  City  and  the  sureties,  viz.:  on  $478,000,  this 
will  realize  about  $120,000;  this  sura  will  be  paid  to  the 
City.  Third.  The  balance  of  the  Swatara  Fund,  say  $5,000, 
in  dispute  between  Marcer's  estate  and  estate  of  Yerkes,  if  re- 
covered, is  also  to  be  paid  to  the  City.  This  fund  is  claimed 
by  Mr.  Marcer's  assignee  from  the  Yerkes  estate,  by  virtue 
of  Mr.  Marcer  holding  an  assignment  of  the  mortgage  of 
the  Swatara  property,  upon  which  it  was  sold  at  sherifl''s 
sale,  and  it  is  supposed  will  realize  above  that  sum. 

These  payments  would  then  realize  to  the  City $140,000 

Add  amount  of  Marcer's  bond  paid  by  the  sureties.  100,000 


$240,000 


Leaving  a  balance  still  of  Marcer's  deficit  of  $233,000 
and  the  interest  accumulated  since  the  defalcation. 

The  acceptance  of  this  proposal  of  the  sureties  compre- 
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hends  a  witlidruwal  of  the  sureties  by  the  City  from  any 
further  claim  upon  Marcer's  estate  in  bankruptcy. 

His  estate,  exclusive  of  the  $55,000  to  be  refunded  by 
the  sureties,  and  his  claim  upon  the  Swatara  Fund,  is  very 
small.  The  dwelling  he  occupies  is  encumbered  and  would 
not  realize  at  a  sheriff's  or  marshal's  sale  more  than  $3,000 
above  encumbrances,  and  having  other  creditors  than  the 
City,  it  is  proposed  to  leave  this  balance,  which  constitutes 
his  entire  estate,  for  their  payment. 

In  view  of  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  of  the  case, 
your  Sub-Committee  have  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  it 
is  wise  and  beneficial  to  the  City  to  end  this  tedious,  com- 
plicated and  expensive  series  of  litigation.  They  believe 
that  more  would  be  saved  to  the  treasury  by  so  doing,  than 
by  further  contesting  the  matter  which,  if  ending  in  a  vic- 
tory for  the  City  upon  the  different  points  urged  by  the 
City  Solicitor  in  her  behalf,  yet  it  would  be  at  the  loss  of  a 
large  amount  consumed  in  fees  and  court  expenses.  They, 
therefore,  report  the  annexed  resolution,  and  recommend  its 
adoption  by  your  Committee  and  by  Councils.

In  re  City  Treosury  Deficit. 

It  is  proposed  to  paj^  $15,000  into  the  City  Treasury, 
and  for  the  sureties  to  release  all  right  to  substitution, 
subrogatiou,  and  proof  of  debt,  both  against  the  estate  of 
Ma,rcer  and  estate  of  Yerkes.  In  other  words,  it  is  pro- 
P'^sed  that  the  City  shall  receive  $15,000,  and  all  benefits 
that  can  accrue  to  any  one  because  of  debt  of  $480,000, 
due  by  Yerkes,  and  because  of  any  fact  or  thing  connec- 
ted with  the  dealings  of  Yerkes,  with  the  City  Treasury. 

In  consideration  of  the  above,  the  sureties  asked  to  be 
released  of  all  further  litigation  or  responsibility  that  can 
arise  from  being  their  sureties,  and  from  any  conduct  of 
theirs  connected  in  anj^  way  with  their  contract  as  sure- 
ties. 

To  effectuate  such  a  settlement,  it  is  necessary  that  the 
judgment  against  them  shall  be  satisfied,  and  that  the 
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assignee  of  Marcer  shall  discontinue  all  actions  which  di- 
rectly or  indirectly  aim  at  any  conduct  of  the  sureties, 
and  tliat  the  City  shall  assent  to  such  discontinuance. 

It  will  be  necessary  for  the  City  (since  hy  this  arrange- 
ment the  sum  of  $55,000,  which  was  undoubtedly  the  es- 
tate of  Marcer,  is  released  by  the  assignee,  aiul  the  City 
gets  the  benefit  of  it)  to  renounce  claim  to  dividends  in 
Marcer's  festate,  in  order  to  provide  a  fund  for  the  other 
creditors  of  Marcer. 

This  is  all  that  is  asked,  although  it  may  be  possible 
that  minor  details  will  have  to  be  considered  when  an 
Ordinance  is  framed. 

It  is  probable  that  such  a  settlement  will  be  beneficial 
to  the  City  ? 

In  considering  the  questions  involved,  the  question  of 
the  right  of  the  sureties  to  receive  the  $55,0U0,  and  to 
apply  it  as  they  did,  will  be  dismissed  with  this  remark. 
Marcer  and  the  sureties  were  jointly  bound.  Could  not 
Marcer  have  paid  the  $55,000,  and  appropriated  it  to  the 
bond,  and  upon  the  payment  of  $45,000,  would  not  the 
sureties  have  been  discharged,  and  in  this  case  were  the 
sureties  anything  more  than  agents  of  Marcer,  to  make 
such  payment  and  appropriation  ? 

The  City  was  required  by  the  judge  to  amend  their 
petition  in  bankruptcy  against  Marcer,  by  ottering  to  re- 
turn the  $55,000.  All  consideration  of  the  effect  of  that 
requirement  and  amendment  will  be  waived. 

The  City  has  proved  a  debt  against  the  estate  of  Yerkes, 
and  the  proceedings  against  Marcer  are  based  on  the  same 
debt. 

The  first  question  is  :  Can  the  City  receive  from  Yerkes' 
estate  the  full  dividend  on  $480,000  ?  This  is  answered  in 
the  negative  by  the  22d  section  of  the  Bankrupt  Act,  re- 
quiring "  that  the  sum  claimed  is  justly  due  from  the 
bankrupt  to  the  claimant."  Here'  only  .*'o80,000,  not 
$480,000,  is  due  the  claimant.  It  is  evident  that  the 
City  cannot  receive  this  sum  as  dividends.  To  whom 
must  the  dividend  on  the  $100,000,  already  paid  the  City, 
go  ?  If  it  is  decided  that  the  City  is  a  creditor  of  Yerkes, 
this  decision,  excluding  Marcer's  estate  as  to  the  $380,000, 
must  exclude  that  estate  as  to  the  $100,000,  except  so  far 
as  that  estate  paid  the  $55,000.  The  dividend  cannot 
remain  for  the  benefit  of  Yerkes'  estate.     If  this  matter 
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is  to  be  settled  solely  tlirougli  proofs  of  debt,  dividends, 
and  the  ordinary  bankruptcy  proceedings,  it  has  already 
been  seen  that  the  City  cannot  receive  it ;  it  should  not 
lapse  for  the  benefit  of  Yerkes  ;  and  the  decision  that 
Marcer's  estate  is  not  entitled  to  dividends  on  ^380,000, 
would  be  against  its  riglit  to  this,  except  so  far  as  that 
estate  has  paid  the  City.  Does  not  equity  recpiire  that 
those  who  paid  that  particular  sum  of  money  to  the  City, 
should  be  substituted  for  the  City  as  far  as  it  is  concerned  ? 
Those  persons  Avere  not  volunteers.  And  no  one  is  injured 
by  it ;  no  one  has  an  interest  entitling  him  to  object.  The 
City  cannot  claim  it.  It  would  be  an  act  of  injustice  to 
decide  that  it  should  remain  for  the  benefit  of  Yerkes' 
estate,  and  the  only  possible  title  to  it  is  in  the  sureties 
and  Marcer's  estate.  When  the  sureties  are  forced  to  re- 
fund the  $55,000,  or  when  the  City  returns  to  Marcer's  es- 
tate the  §55,000,  and  recovers  the  then  deficit  on  the  bond 
from  the  sureties,  the  sureties  would  be  entitled  to  all  the 
dividends  on  the  $100,000. 

If  it  should  be  decided  that  all  the  dividends  from 
Yerkes'  estate  must  go  to  Marcer's  estate,  the  City  and 
sureties  would  be  creditors,  but  the  dividends  to  them 
would  be  about  the  same  that  they  would  receive  if  it 
was  decided  that  they  could  claim  direct  from  the  estate 
of  Yerkes ;  as  the  amount  of  the  other  debts  of  Marcer 
are  too  small  to  disturb  the  proportion. 

It  has  been  thought  that  the  sureties  are  precluded 
from  recovering  dividends,  because  they  received  a  prefer- 
rence.  When  Marcer  was  adjudicated  a  bankrupt,  this 
question  was  passed  upou  in  favor  of  the  sureties.  The 
ground  of  this  undoubtedly  was,  that  the  money  received 
by  them  was  inmiediately  paid  to  the  City.  It  would  be 
very  hard  to  tell  which  received  the  preference,  the  City 
or  the  sureties. 

A  simple  illustration  proves  the  right  of  the  sureties  to 
be  substituted.  Suppose  the  estate  of  Yerkes  paid  dollar 
for  dollar,  and  that  the  sureties  had  paid  the  §100,000, 
the  City  would  get  all  that  was  due  when  it  received 
$880,000.  Any  decision  that,  under  present  circum- 
stances, would  prevent  the  sureties  from  subrogation, 
would  prevent  them  from  getting  the  $100,000  wh^en  the 
estate  paid  dollar  for  dollar.  Some  one  may  say,  that  no 
one  is  entitled  to  subrogation  until  the  creditor  is  paid  in 
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fall,  and  that  the  present  case  and  the  above  illustration 
are  not  parallel.  The  answer  is,  that  the  only  debt  for 
which  the  sureties  are  bound  has  been  paid  in  full.  And, 
also,  that  the  Bankrupt  Act  prevents  a  creditor  having 
valuable  collateral  or  other  security  from  receiving  divi- 
dends on  his  original  debt,  but  requires  credit  to  be  given 
for  all  securities. 

Again,  the  19th  section  of  the  Bankrupt  Act  permits 
any  person  bound  as  bail,  surety,  guarantor,  or  otherwise 
for  the  bankrupt,  to  prove  his  debt.  These  words  are 
comprehensive  enough  to  include  those  bound  for  the 
bankrupt's  debt,  although  not  personally  bound  for  the 
bankrupt. 

It  may  be  urged  that  there  is  a  specific  fund,  or  that 
there  is  ear-marked  property  that  belongs  to  the  City.  If 
that  is  so,  under  ordinary  circumstances  the  City  could 
claim  it.  It  is  not  pretended  that  the  identical  assets 
that  belonged  to  the  City,  and  the  value  of  which  makes 
up  the  debt,  exist  in  specie  in  the  hands  of  the  assignee  of 
Yerkes ;  on  the  contrary,  they  do  not.  If  so,  there  can 
be  no  claim  for  specific  assets  in  re  Yerkes.  The  produce 
of  any  particular  funds  in  the  shape  of  dividends,  might 
be  such  a  specific  and  ear-marked  fund,  that  the  owner 
of  it  might  claim.  But  before  it  becomes  so  specific  and 
ear-marked,  it  must  be  declared  and  set  apart  as  a  divi- 
dend to  some  one.  It  has  already  been  seen  that  only  a 
portion  of  the  produce  or  dividend  can  be  declared  due 
tlie  City.  Could  it  recover  the  dividend  on  the  $100,000, 
as  a  specific  fund?  The  objections  to  it  are,  that  the  sure- 
ties will  say  that  by  their  payment  of  that  8100,000,  they 
have  become  the  owner  of  the  $100,000,  the  produce  of 
M^hich  is  in  dispute  ;  and  second,  the  City  have  received 
a  dividend  on  its  entire  debt  from  this  estate.  That  this 
proof  of  debt  is  like  an  action  sounding  in  contract;  that 
the  claim  of  the  specific  fund  is  like  an  action  sounding 
in  tort,  and  two  such  actions  caimot  be  maintained  at  the 
same  time  for  the  same  cause  of  action. 

Had  the  City  not  proved  its  debt  in  re  Yerkes,  and  had 
the  dividend  been  declared  due  to  Marcer  on  the  entire 
sum  of  $480,000,  the  City  might  (had  it  not  proceeded 
against  Alarccr  in  bankruptcy)  have  claimed  the  dividend 
as  a  specific  fund  belonging  to  it.  The  City  would  have 
been  embarrassed  by  the  claim  by  the  sureties  of  their 
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equitable  ownership  of  a  part  of  the  original  fund,  but 
not  by  the  second  objection  above  stated.  The  diliiculty 
now  in  the  way  is,  the  City  has  proved  its  debt  ao-ainst 
Marcer,  and  had  him  adjudicated  a  bankrupt.  This  is 
not  only  like  an  action  sounding  in  contract,  but  there 
is  a  judgment  entered  in  it.  This  would  prevent  their 
now  claiming  the  specific  fund,  and  in  this  case  the  City 
would  certainly  be  held  to  its  election.  The  City  has  been 
benefited  by  this  election;  for  had  not  Marcer  been  adju- 
dicated a  bankrupt,  there  would  have  been  no-  way  of 
pushing  aTiy  claim  against  the  sureties,  and  nothing  to 
prevent  the  sureties  from  urging  their  claim  to  subroga- 
tion. The  gains  by  that  election  are  the  present  rights  of 
action  against  the  sureties ;  and  within  reach  are  the 
sura  of  $15,000,  and  a  release  by  the  sureties  of  all 
claims  to  subrogation,  and  an  assignment  of  all  the  rights 
of  Marcer  and  the  sureties  against  estate  of  Yerkes. 

The  comparative  gains  by  litigation,  and  by  compro- 
mise, are  now  exhibited : 
Marcer's  estate  will  consist  of  the  sum  expected

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If  it  is  decidod  that  the  City  is  also  entitled  to  dividend 
on  the  $100,000,  or  that  Mareer's  estate  must  receive  that 
dividend,  and  the  sureties,  indirectly,  only  one-fifth  of  it, 
either  of  which  decisions  seem  impossible,  and  will  not  be 
acquiesced  in,  except  after  a  prolonged  contest,  and  a  final 
decision  in  the  highest  courts,  the  City  will  lose  by  the 
proposed  settlement  in  one  case,  $25,000,  and  in  the  other, 
$20,000.  This  amount  will  be  decreased  by  the  increased 
expenses,  to  a  considerable  extent; 

In  the  above  statement  of  what  the  City  is  entitled  to, 
and  what  it  is  proposed  to  give  in  settlement,  the  ditter- 
ence  between  $96,000  and  $140,000,  or  $44,000,  represents 
what  the  filing  of  the  petition  against  Marcer  may  be 
made  worth  to  the  Citj',  or  the  value  of  the  election  al- 
read}^  spoken  of.  If  it  is  decided  that  the  sureties  did 
right  in  receiving  the  $55,000,  and  paying  it  over  to  the 
City,  and  that  that  sum  cannot  be  recovered  from  them, 
the  City  will  not  gain  by  Marcer's  bankruptcy,  and  will 
lose  the  $44,000  which  is  now  ottered  them. 

EESOLUTION 

Of  instruction  to  tlie  City  Solicitor  relative  to  tlie  proceedings  in  bankruptcy 
against  Joseph  F.  Marcer  and  Charles  T.  Yerkes,  Jr. 

Whereas,  Protracted  and  expensive  litigation  is  likely  to 
ensue  before  the  final  settlement  of  the  question  affecting  the 
rights  of  the  City,  which  arise  in  the  bankruptcy  proceed- 
ings against  Joseph  F.  Marcer  and  Charles  T.  Yerkes,  Jr.; 

And  whereas,  It  is  desirable  that  all  questions  arising  in 
those  proceedings  should  be  settled  without  further  litiga- 
tion ;  therefore 

Resolved  hy  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  and  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed  to  compromise  and  adjust  the  mat- 
ters at  issue  between  the  City,  the  sureties  of  Joseph  F. 
Marcer,  and  the  assignee  in  bankruptcy  of  the  said  Joseph 
F.  Marcer,  upon  the  following  basis,  to  wit  :  The  sum  of 
fifteen  thousand  dollars  in  cash,  to  be  paid  to  him  for  the 
use  of  the  City,  an  assignment  to  be  executed  and  deliv- 
ered to  him  by  the  assignee  in  bankruptcy  of  Joseph  F. 
Marcer  to  the  City,  of  all  the  right,  title  and  interest  of  the 
estate*of  the  said  Joseph  F.  Marcer  in  what  is  known  as 
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the  Swatara  fund,  and  in  and  to  all  dividends  due  or  to  be- 
come due  from  the  estate  of  Charles  T.  Yerkes,  Jr.;  and 
an  assignment  to  the  City  by  the  sureties  of  Joseph  F. 
Marcer,  to  be  executed  and  delivered  bj  them  to  the  City 
Solicitor,  of  any  and  all  their  right  to  dividends  from  the 
estate  of  Charles  T,  Yerkes,  Jr.,  because  of  their  payment 
to  the  City  of  part  of  the  debt  of  four  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight  thousand  dollars,  due  from  the  said  Yerkes ;  said 
sureties  to  also  release  all  their  right  of  substitution  or 
subrogation,  and  all  right  to  proof  of  debt  against  tlie  estate 
of  the  said  Joseph  F.  Marcer.  And  upon  the  foregoing  be- 
ing performed  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  City  Solicitor,  he  is 
hereby  authorized  and  instructed  to  enter  satisfaction  upon 
the  judgment  of  record  upon  the  warrant  of  attorney  ac- 
companying the  official  bond  of  Joseph  F.  Marcer,  and  to 
assent  to  a  discontinuance  of  any  proceedings  instituted  by 
the  assignee  in  bankruptcy  of  said  Joseph  F.  Marcer,  based 
on  matters  connected  with  the  deficit  of  said  Joseph  F. 
Marcer  while  City  Treasurer.  And  in  order  to  provide  a 
fund  for  other  creditors  of  the  said  Joseph  F.  Marcer,  in  lieu 
of  the  fifty-five  thousand  dollars  hitherto  paid  by  his 
sureties  to  the  City,  the  City  Solicitor  is  hereby  also  au- 
thorized and  directed  on  behalf  of  the  City  to  withdraw 
and  renounce  any  and  all  claims  to  any  dividend  out  of  or 
from  the  estate  of  the  said  Joseph  F.  Marcer  in  bankruptcy  : 
Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  release  or 
discbarge  the  balance  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  said  Jos- 
eph F.  Marcer  to  the  City.  And  -provided  also,  That  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  shall  not  be  chargeable  with  any  of  the 
costs  of  the  said  proceedings  in  bankruptcy  against  the  said 
Joseph  F.  Marcer.

thereto,  approved  February  16th,  1869  ;  any  excess  over 
and  above  said  assessment,  in  addition  to  that  provided 
for  by  Ordinance  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  authorizing  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  to  draw  warrants  for 
street  intersections,  manholes,  and  legal  deductions  in  the 
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construction  of  branch  sewers,"  approved  April  od,  1868,

That  in  view  of  the  proposed  alteration  on  the 
river  front  by  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  in 
widening  the  avenue,  will  reduce  the  size  of  the  pier  as  it 
now  exists  to  about  seven  feet  in  length. 

Third.  That  originally  the  wharf  rented  for  three  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  is  now  leased  to  the  present  lessees  at  three 
thousand  dollars,  which  is  considered  a  high  figure  for  so 
small  a  landing. 

Fourth.  The  trade  and  travel  upon  the  river  is  of  an 
extensive  character,  and  increasing,  and  requires  some  cen- 
tral place  of  landing. 

Fifth.  That  the  company  desires  to  make  extensive 
improvements  in  way  of  a  floating  pier,  at  the  expense  of 
several  thousand  dolhirs,  which  they  do  not  feel  willing  to 
do  without  such  a  guarantee  as  would  enable  them  to  make 
said  improvements  without  serious  loss  to  themselves. 

The  Committee  believe  that  the  proposed  improvement 
would  benefit  the  City  financially  in  the  end,  and  aftbrd 
greater  facilities  to  trade  and  safety  to  the  citizens  in  get- 
ting on  and  oft"  the  boats.  We  therefore  offer  the  annexed 
Ordinance,  and  ask  its  adoption.

At  this 
meeting  Mr.  Hawkins  appeared  and  was  sworn,  and  stated 
that  he  was  still  under  the  ban  of  secrecy  not  to  reveal  the 
name"  of  his  informant,  and  also  stated  that  he  was  not  cor- 
rectly reported ;  that  what  he  did  say  was,  that  a  represen- 
tative of  the  reporters  waited  on  him  and  suid,  that  for 
three  hundred  dollars  he  could  influence  the  reporters  of 
the  public  press  in  the  investigation  of  the  Eighth  District 
Police  Station  House. 

Your  Committee  therefore  unanimously  report  the  charge 
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not  sustained  in  any  particular.  And  inasrnucli  as  your 
Committee  has  been  informed  that  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  has  decided  that  Mr.  Hawkins  is  not  now  a  member 
of  tliis  Common  Council,  we  forbear  making  any  remarks 
or  recommendations  in  connection  with  this  case,  except 
that  members  of  Councils  should  not  publicly,  on  the  floor 
of  the  Chamber  make  charges  they  are  unable  to  substanti- 
ate, more  particularly  when  such  charges  affect  the  honor 
and  integrity  of  others,  and  especially  those  connected  with 
the  public  press,  who  have  and  should  have  so  fully  the 
confidence  of  the  public,  and  your  Committee  ask  the  adop- 
tion of  the  annexed  resolution.

Dear  Sir  : — Your  letter  of  the  16th  inst.  has  been  re- 
received,  and  in  answer  to  the  questions  contained  in  it, 
would  reply  that  in  response  to  similar  inquiries  from  a 
Committee  of  the  Reform  Association,  we  replied  by  letter, 
as  follows :

Dear  Sir: — Your  letter  of  the  3d  inst.,  requesting  to  be 
informed  whether  John  L.  Hill,  Collector   of  Delinquent 
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Taxes,  has  regularly  made  returns  of  lists  of  bills  of  taxes 
which  are  uncollectable,  with  good  and  sufficient  reasons 
therefor,  as  required  by  act  of  March  2-l:th,  1870,  has  been 
received,  and  1  would  reply,  that  we  received  one  or  two 
monthly  returns  in  the  form  prescribed  by  the  act  of  As- 
sembly of  1870,  none  since  that  time. 

I  may  add,  that  the  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes  require 
that  satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  presented  to  the  Board 
by  the  persons  whose  property  is  assessed  in  error,  or  in 
case  of  their  inability  to  appear  by  reason  of  age,  sickness, 
non-residence,  &c.,  by  some  person  acquainted  with  the  facts, 
rejtresenting  them  before  any  correction  is  made,  and  it  is 
the  practice  of  collectors,  when  errors  are  alleged  in  bills 
put  into  their  hands  for  collection,  to  direct  the  parties  to 
present  the  facts  to  the  Board  for  decision.  By  this  method 
we  daili/  hear  and  determine  cases  which  were  contemplated 
in  the  list  of  uncollectable.

The  above  letter  fully  answers  what  has  been  the  prac- 
tice of  your  office  in  respect  to  the  matters  inquired  of  dur- 
ing your  incumbency,  so  far  as  the  same  is  known  to  us.

It  further  charges,  that  when  I  came  into  office,  it  was 
estimated  that  the  amount  due  the  City  for  unpaid  taxes 
was  $5,168,991.77,  and  that  I  have  been  derelict  in  duty  in 
omitting  to  collect  a  part  of  this  sum,  and  in  failing  to  re- 
port "  good  and  sufficient  reasons "  for  not  collecting  the 
balance. 

To  those  who  have  served  in  Councils,  and  who  are 
familiar  with  the  old  mode  of  assessing-  and  collecting  taxes 
prior  to  the  organization  of  the  Board  of  Revision,  no  ex- 
planation is  necessary,  but  to  the  public,  who  are  not  cogni- 
zant of  the  condition  of  the  claims  of  the  City  for  taxes  pre- 
vious to  this,  a  word  or  two  of  explaution  may  be  necessary. 

These  claims  for  taxes  were  founded  upon  assessments, 
which  included  such  properties  as  the  United  States  Navy 
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Yard,  Penn  Squares,  United  States  Mint,  Gas  Works, 
school  houses,  churches,  station  houses,  engine  and  hose 
houses,  cemeteries,  and  generally  all  property  exempted 
by  law  from  taxation. 

Immediately  upon  entering  upon  the  duties  of  my  office, 
I  diligently  proceeded  to  collect  the  amounts  due  the  City, 
and  in  over  eleven  hundred  cases,  numbers  of  which  have 
not  yet  been  collected,  legal  proceedings  have  been  insti- 
tuted. In  a  large  number  of  these  cases  affidavits  of  de- 
fence were  filed,  nnd  points  of  law  "raised  by  the  delinquents 
were  decided  against  the  City  by  the  lower  courts,  but  upon 
my  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court,  these  decisions  were  re- 
versed shortly  before  I  went  out  of  office.  All  these  liti- 
gations were  conducted  to  a  successful  issue,  at  my  own 
expense,  although  the  probabilities  are,  I  shall  never  be 
reimbursed  for  the  outlay.  While  these  cases  were  pend- 
ing, other  cases  presenting  the  same  points  in  which  I  filed 
liens,  were,  of  course,  not  pressed,  but  suffered  to  await  the 
final  decree  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

I  have  thus  protected  the  City's  interest  to  the  best  of  my 
power,  and  rendered  it  far  less  difficult  for  my  successor  to 
collect  these  claims. 

A  casual  reader  might  sui^pose  from  the  communication 
referred  to,  that  during  my  three  years'  incumbency,  I  had 
only  collected  $1,077,616.75;  whereas,  the  fact  is,  I  have 
collected  and  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  the  sum  of 
$2,919,719.31. 

It  is  charged  also  that  my  accounts  are  not  audited,  or 
submitted  to  the  supervision  of  any  City  official,  and  that 
there  is  no  officer  upon  whom  this  duty  devolves. 

This  is  a  gross  misrepresentation  ;  the  truth  is,  that  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  Controller  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  to 
audit,  supervise  and  investigate  my  accounts,  which  duty 
has  been  strictly  and  faithiully  performed  by  him,  as  will 
be  seen  by  the  correspondence  between  him  and  myself, 
dated  this  day,  to  which  I  respectfully  call  you  attention.

Dear  Sir: — Your  communication  of  the  IGth  inst.  is 
received.  You  request  me  to  read  the  accompanying  com- 
munication, signed  by  J.  Hulme  and  others,  and  say 
whether  it  is  your  duty,  and  has  been  your  practice  to 
audit  ray  accounts;  and  also  request  a  statement  of  the 
aggregate  amount  of  delinquent  taxes  collected  during 
your  term  of  office,  and  any  other  information  I  can  give. 

I  reply  I  have  read  the  statement  as  published  in  the 
newspapers,  as  the  report  of  the  committee  of  thirty.  Much 
of  their  report  does  not  come  under  the  care  of  this  de- 
partment. To  make  a  full  and  correct  statement,  such  as 
should  emanate  from  this  department,  to  cover  all  the  facts, 
the  time  you  state  will  not  admit  of;  but  in  view  of  so 
much  misunderstanding  in  regard  to  the  mode  of  collecting 
taxes,  and  the  course  of  audit  by  this  department,  I  think 
it  should  be  fully  explained.  In  reply  to  your  questions, 
I  submit  the  following  sums,  as  the  amount  collected  by 
you  since  April  7th,  lb70 :

petitions  therefor,  report  that  they  have  visited  the  locality 
in  a  body,  made  a  careful  examination  of  the  properties 
proposed  to  betaken,  and  heard  individuals  and  committees 
of  citizens  interested  in  the  matter  pro  and  con.  Two 
routes  have  claimed  the  attention  of  your  Committee,  one 
of  which  would  make  the  street  eighty  feet  wide,  extending 
about  midway  between  Green  and  Button  wood  streets,  this 
line  would  take  a  large  number  of  valuable  buildings  and 
thus  would  be  the  more  costly  of  the  two  routes.  The 
other  route,  advocated  by  a  committee  of  citizens,  deviates 
to  the  south  from  Sixth  street  to  the  Old  York  road,  where 
there  is  a  large  intersection.  Between  York  road  and  Fourth 
street  the  street  runs  diagonally  to  Buttonwood  street,  which, 
from  thence,  is  proposed  to  be  widened,  on  the  north  side, 
to  Second  street.  The  citizens'  committee  represent  that 
the  assessed  value  of  property  taken  for  a  width  of  eighty 
feet  is  four  hundred  and  thirteen  thousand  six  hundred  dol- 
lars, adding  twenty-five  per  cent,  for  actual  value,  makes 
five  hundred  and  eighteen  thousand  dollars,  and  that  the 
increased  value  of  property  on  Spring  Garden  street,  sub- 
ject to  taxation,  would  be  one  million  two  hundred  and 
fifty-seven  thousand  dollars.  Parties  in  opposition  were  of 
the  opinion  that  there  would  not  be  any  such  increase  in 
value,  and  that  the  City  would  lose  the  revenue  from  half  a 
million  of  property  taken.  The  representative  of  one  firm, 
whose  property  was  estimated  at  twenty-five  thousand  dol- 
lars, stated  that  their  loss  by  the  opening  would  not  be  less 
than  four  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  they  would  claim 
that  amount  if  the  street  were  opened. 

After  a  patient  hearing  of  all  parties,  your  Committee 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  cost  for  opening  said  Spring 
Garden  street  eighty  feet  in  width,  upon  the  least  expensive 
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line,  would  greatly  exceed  the  amount  estimated  by  the  citi- 
zens, without  any  commensurate  advantage,  and  unadvisable 
in  the  present  condition  of  the  City  finance.  The  route  pro- 
posed is  objectionable,  it  not  making  a  direct  opening  to 
the  river,  the  offset  at  Old  York  road  being  so  great  as  to 
almost  give  the  extension  the  appearance  of  another  street. 
To  open  the  street  one  hundred  and  twenty  feet  wide,  as 
contemplated,  would  increase  the  cost  enormously.  We 
respectfully  return  the  resolution  referred,  with  a  negative 
recommendation,  asking  to  be  discharged.

Gentlemen  : — The  undersigned  Committee,  to  whom  was 
referred  "  An  Ordinance  to  make  an  appropriation  to  fur- 
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nisb  and  make  ready  for  occupancy  tlie  Eighth  Police  Dis- 
trict Station  House,"  aud  the  majority  and  minority  report 
thereon,  with  instructions  to  investigate  from  the  purchase 
of  the  ground, respectfully  report  that  the  Committee  (being 
increased  to  seven,  by  the  addition  of  Messrs.  Allen  and 
Fitzpatrick)  proceeded  with  the  examination,  and  called  Mr. 
Sloan,  architect,  who  testified,  that  about  the  twentieth  day 
of  April,  Anno  Domini  1872,  he  sent  tracings  of  the  said 
station  house  (without  the  front)  to  Mr.  Hawkins,  who,  as 
Chairman  of  the  Sub-Committee,  had  previously  given  him 
an  order  to  prepare  said  plans;  that  said  tracings  had. 
never  been  returned  to  him  (Sloan). 

Mr.  Dixon,  on  being  recalled  by  the  Committee,  corrected 
his  original  testimony,  by  stating  that  he  had  visited  one 
station  house  previous  to  drawing  the  plans,  to  wit,  the 
.  "  Spring  Garden  Hall,"  and  he  testified  further,  that  Mr. 
Hawkins  gave  him  instructions  necessary  for  the  plans, 
in  the  following  words:  "Lieutenant's  room,  office,  ser- 
geants' room,  telegraph  office  and  roll  room,  baths  for  the 
sergeants  and  lieutenant,  eight  cells  in  back  building,  and 
lodging  rooms  over  them,  dormitories  on  the  second  story, 
bath  and  wash  for  each,  water  closets  wherever  necessary, 
the  elevation  to  have  a  French  roof,  drill  room  in  basement, 
and  steam  heater  ;  the  size  of  the  cells,"  &c.,  were  also  given 
to  him  ;  that  he  had  finished  his  plans  some  five  or  six  weeks 
before  they  were  adopted  (to  wit.  May  22d,  1872);  that  he 
was  three  or  four  days  prejiaring  the  plans. 

Both  Mr.  Sloan's  plans  and  Mr.  Dixon's  plans  were  be- 
fore the  Committee,  who  being  very  much  impressed  with 
their  great  similarity,  and  desirous  of  doing  even-handed 
justice,  called  before  them  two  well  known  architects, 
Messrs.  Frank  Furness  and  John  McArthur,  Jr.,  who  both 
agreed  in  substance,  that  if  two  persons,  who  had  never 
visited  a  station  house,  had  furnished  to  them  only  the 
above  memorandum,  with  sizes,  it  would  be  hardly  possible 
to  produce  two  plans  so  nearly  alike. 

Mr.  Hawkins  swore  that  both  Mr.  Dixon's  aud  Mr.  Sloan's 
plans  were  before  the  Committee  of  Police  when  Mr.  Dixon's 
plans  were  adopted;  in  this  he  was  contradicted  by  ev^ry 
member  of  the  Police  Committee  who  were  examined,  with 
but  one  exception.     It  also  appeared,  upon  examination  of 
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the  Snb-Committee  of  Police  for  last  year,  that  Mr,  Haw- 
kins never  had  called  them  together  in  regard  to  this  station 
house.  In  regard  to  the  purchase  of  the  lot  of  ground,  it 
is  due  to  Mr.  Hawkins  to  say,  that  after  the  City  Solicitor 
had  refused  to  pass  the  same,  he,  Mr.  Hawkins,  in  line  of 
his  profession,  rendered  only  such  service  as  was  neces- 
sary to  confirm  the  title  in  Mr.  Wallace,  the  owner,  but  had 
nothing  to  do  with  the  conveyance  to  the  City.  The 
charges  for  such  service  were  moderate.  We,  however,  can- 
not refrain  from  saying,  while  this  was  no  violation  of  law, 
it  was  manifestly  improper  for  Mr.  Hawkins,  as  a  Council- 
man, and  more  especially  as  a  member  of  the  Police  Com- 
mittee, to  have  taken  any  part  in  th.e  matter. 

It  appeared  that  the  specifications  furnished  by  Mr.  Dixon 
were  imperfect;  but  for  this,  your  Committee  believe  that 
Mr.  Hawkins,  Chairman  of  the  Sub- Committee,  is  respon- 
sible. 

The  Committee  were  unable  to  discover  that  any  consid- 
eration had  passed  to  Mr.  Hawkins  for  bis  services  in  the 
matter.  Mr.  Dixon  testified  positively  on  this  point,  that  he 
paid  no  expenses  whatever,  but  received  his  five  hundred 
dollars  entire. 

Although  the  Committee  agree,  that  the  act  thus  commit- 
ted, is  not  such  a  misdemeanor  in  office  as  will  warrant  an 
impeachment  and  removal  from  office,  they  felt  it  necessary 
to  express  their  strong  condemnation  in  this  matter,  and  had 
prepared  a  resolution  in  conformity  with  their  opinion  rela- 
tive thereto.  But  since  which  time,  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  having  ordered,  adjudged  and  decreed,  that  Henrj^  C. 
Hawkins  be  ousted  and  altogether  excluded  from  his  olfice 
of  Councilman  for  the  City  and  County  of  Philadeljihia, 
the  Committee  therefore  recommend  the  adoption  of  the 
following  resolution  : 

That  this  Chamber  express  its  strong  censure  and  con- 
demnation of  the  conduct  of  Henry  C.  Hawkins,  late  mem- 
ber of  Common  Council,  as  pertaining  to  the  Eighth  Police 
District  Station  House. 

Your  Committee  having  consumed  much  time  and  labor 
in  investigating  all  matters  in  connection  with  said  Eighth 
Police  District  Station  House,  would  respectl'ully  beg  leave 
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to  be  discharged  from  the  further  consideration  of  the  sub- 
ject.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  resolution  directing  the 
Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  inform  Councils  "  if  it 
would  not  be  greatly  to  the  advantage  of  the  City,  that 
the  line  of  the  new  bridge  over  the  river  Schuylkill,  at 
Callowhill  street,  be  changed  and  laid  out  in  a  straight 
line,"  *****-5^*"  and  further,  to  state  what  the  cost 
to  the  City  might  be  to  make  such  change." 

In  obedience  to  your  instructions,  I  have  prepared  a  plan 
for  plain  and  substantial  work,  with  estimates  based  on  the 
schedule  prices  for  the  work  now  under  contract. 

The  straight  line  will  have  to  terminate  at  the  same  point 
at  Twenty-fifth  street,  as  the  original,  but  without  en- 
croaching on  or  defacing  the  reservoir.  The  Wire  Bridge 
would  remain,  so  that  a  single  deck  would  be  all  that  would 
be  required  for  the  river  span,  which  would  be  increased 
from  three  hundred  and  forty-eight  feet  to  three  hundred 
and  eighty-three  feet. 

The  maximum  gradient  on  the  approaches  of  the  straight 
line  will  be  three  feet  per  hundred,  a  great  portion  being 
only  two  and  a  half  feet  per  hundred,  while  on  the  original 
the  grade  is  three  and  a  half  feet  per  hundred ;  and  if  the 
line  is  thrown  further  from  the  reservoir  bank,  in  order  to 
insure  its  safety,  the  latter  will  be  increased  to  four  feet  or 
more  per  hundred. 
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The  estimate  shows  an  increase  of  cost  for  the  bridge 
and  approaches,  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  thousand  dol- 
lars, with  an  addition  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  to 
pay  for  property,  which  in  tliis  case  would  have  to  be 
taken,  making  a  total  addition  of  two  hundred  and  sixty 
thousand  dollars. 

I  consider  the  heavy  grade  and  tortuous  line  along  the 
reservoir,  with  the  curved  outlet  at  Twenty-fifth  street,  as 
very  objectionable,  and  that  it  would  be  advantageous  to 
the  City  to  have  a  direct  outlet,  with  lighter  grades  on  the 
straight  line,  the  objection  being  the  additional  cost.

Dear  Sir: — I  am  in  receipt  of  a  joint  resolution  of 
Councils  requesting  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to 
furnish  this  Council  the  following  information:  By  what 
authority  the  Reading  Railroad  Company  did  alter  the 
grade  of  Richmond  and  Thompson  streets,  in  the  Twenty- 
fifth  Ward  ?  and  in  reply  thereto,  beg  leave  to  present  the 
following  statement : 

Early  in  the  year  1872,  resolutions  were  passed  by  your 
honorable  bodies  directing  the  Chief  Engineer  to  commu- 
nicate with  the  officers  of  the  Reading  Railroad  with  refer- 
ence to  the  building  of  bridges  at  Thompson  street  and 
Richmond  street,  and  to  ascertain  what  portion  of  the  cost 
would  be  borne  by  the  railroad  company. 

In  pursuance  of  these  instructions,  several  plans  were 
prepared  adjusted  to  pass  over  the  railroad  at  its  old  grade, 
and  also  to  carry  the  streets  under  the  railroad.  These 
plans  and  estimates  were  carefully  examined  by  the  Board 
of  Surveyors,  who  visited  the  place,  and  in  -wiew  of  the 
great  damnge  to  private  property  on  streets  adjoining,  the 
one  case  raising  the  grade  ten  feet,  and  the  other  depressing 
an  equal  amount,  the  Board  disapproved  both  of  the  plans 
presented.  It  was  their  unanimous  opinion  that  the  best 
arrangement  could  be  made  by  raising  the  tracks  of  the 
railroad  six  feet  from  the  Aramingo  canal  to  Richmond 
street,  which  would  allow  of  any  of  tbe  intermediate  streets 
being  carried  under  the  railroad. 

The  action  of  the  Board  was  communicated  to  the  officers 
of  the  railroad  company,  and  as  the  act  of  Assembly  ap- 
proved February  27th,  .1873,  provided  for  the  change  of 
grades,  the  railroad  company  finally  consented  to  raise 
their  tracks  as  suggested. 

The  work  was  done  in  midwinter,  the  traffic  of  the  road 
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absolutely  preventing  the  accomplisbraent  of  it  at  any  other 
season. 

Plans  adapted  to  this  condition  of  affairs  have  been  pre- 
pared and  ajiproved  by  the  Board  of  Surveyors. 

The  bridge  at  Richmond  street  is  206  feet  in  length,  and 
of  the  full  width  of  the  street.  It  consists  of  stone  abut- 
ments with  wrought  iron  girders,  supported  by  columns  at 
the  curb  line.  The  estimated  cost  is  $226,858,  without  any 
damage  to  private  property. 

lu  reply  to  the  resolution,  Mr.  Govvan,  President  of  the 
railroad  cou:)pany,  states  that  he  will  build  the  bridge,  pay- 
ing of  this  amount  $130j960.07,  leaving  for  the  city, 
$95,897.93.

And  ichereas^  The  Philadelphia  and  Heading  Railroad  Com- 
pany are  willing  to  construct  a  lateral  or  branch  railroad, 
extending  from  their  railroad  tracks  above  Cumberland 
street  to  Callowbill  street  wharf:  And  whereas,  By  an  Act 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  this  Commonwealth,  approved, 
the  fifteenth  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1871,  entitled  "An  Act 
to  authorize  the  widening  of  Delaware  avenue,  and  to  locate 
the  same  continuously  upon  the  public  plans  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,"  the  City  Councils  are  authorized  to  widen 
Delaware  avenue  upon  the  east  side  thereof,  so  that  the 
v/idth  of  the  said  avenue  shall  not  exceed  eighty  feet ;

from  the  present  established  western  line  of  the  said  avenue. 
That  the  Board  of  Surveyors  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia 
be  directed  to  locate  the  said  avenue  as  thus  widened,  and 
to  lay  down  the  same  upon  the  official  plans  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia ;  and  that  when  the  said  avenue  as  thus 
widened  has  been  located  and  laid  down  on  the  said  official 
plans,  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  give  to 
all  persons  entitled  thereto,  the  three  months'  notice  re- 
quired by  law  to  be  given  in  case  of  the  opening  of  any 
street  kid  down  upon  the  public  plans  of  the  City,  and  as 
soon  thereafter  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  law  in  such 
cases  made  and  provided,  shall  proceed  to  open  the  said 
avenue  to  the  full  width  thereof,  as  aforesaid:  Provided, 
hoivever.  That  the  expense  of  bulkheading,  graduating, 
paving,  and  keeping  in  good  order  and  repair  the  additional 
thirty  feet  in  width  of  the  said  avenue,  shall  be  defrayed  by 
the  said  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Company,  and 
the  North  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company,  shall  first,  by 
written  agreement  to  be  filed  with  the  City  Solicitor,  waive 
all  claims  for  damages  for  any  real  estate  they  may  respec- 
tively own,  and  which  may  be  taken  for  the  purposes 
named. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  consent  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is 
hereby  given  to  the  occupation  of  the  said  additional  thirty 
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feet  in  width  of  Delaware  avenue,  between  the  north  line 
of  Callowhill  street  and  the  north  line  of  Shackamaxon 
street,  for  the  construction,  maintenance,  and  operation 
thereon  by  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Com- 
pany of  two  or  more  tracks  of  the  proposed  branch  or 
lateral  railroad  of  the  said  company;  and  the  consent  of 
the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  also  given  to  the  construction, 
maintenance  and  operation  of  the  said  railroad,  with  a  single 
track  on  such  portions  of  Cumberland  street,  Beach  street, 
as  far  south  as  Shackamaxon  street,  and  Shackamaxon 
street,  as  may  be  required  by  the  said  company  to  be  used 
for  the  construction  of  the  said  railroad,  and  also  to  the 
construction,  maintenance  and  operation  of  such  sidings  or 
turnouts  from  the  said  branch  railroad  as  may  be  desired 
by  the  owners  or  occupants  of  the  wharves,  warehouses, 
manufactories,  lumber  yards,  and  other  properties  along 
the  line  of  the  said  branch  or  lateral  railroad :  And  pro- 
vided furtlt.er,  That  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad 
Company  shall  construct,  at  their  own  expense,  good  and 
proper  bridges,  suited  for  the  passage  of  wagons  and  other 
wheeled  vehicles  over  the  several  streams  of  water  over  the 
route,  as  before  mentioned  :  And  provided  further,  That  the 
bridge  over  Gunner's  Run,  where  it  is  crossed  by  Beach 
street,  shall  be  of  the  full  width  of  the  said  Beach  street, 
as  laid  down  on  the  City  plan:  And  provided  further,  That 
the  North  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  shall  have  the 
right,  by  constructing  a  railroad  along  Laurel  street,  east- 
ward of  its  main  line,  to  make  such  a  connection  with  the 
said  branch  or  lateral  railroad  at  Laurel  street,  as  will  per- 
mit the  passage  of  cars  thereon  from  the  North  Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad  Company,  when  the  said  cars  are  southward 
bound,  and  the  return  of  cars  therefrom  to  the  North  Penn- 
sylvania Railroad,  when  the  said  cars  are  northward  bound, 
and  also  to  connect  with  the  same  by  a  switch  connection 
at  Noble  street:  A7id  p)^'Ovided  further,  That  the  North 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company  shall  at  all  times  have  the 
right  to  run  their  engines,  motive  power  and  cars  on  the  said 
branch  or  lateral  railroad,  south  of  Laurel  street,  on  paying 
to  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad  Company  a  toll  of 
four  cents  per  ton  per  mile  for  each  ton  of  freight  transported 
on  the  said  cars,  when  the  said  cars  are  laden  ;  a  toll  of  four 
cents  per  ton  per  mile  on  the  actual  capacity  of  the  cars, 
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when  tlic  said  cnrs  are  tiot  laden  ;  each  fraction  of  a  mile  to 
connt  as  a  mile  in  either  case;  and  also  a  toll  of  one  cent 
per  mile  per  ton,  according  to  lading,  when  the  cars  are 
laden,  and  according  to  capacity  when  the  cars  are  not 
laden,  for  the  actual  use  of  any  switch  and  siding  or  turnout 
built  and  owned  by  the  Philadelphia  and  Reading  Railroad 
Company,  leading  from  the  said  branch  or  lateral  railroad :

so  cared  for,  but  rather  in  a  manner  calculated  to  produce 
great  discomfort,  and  prevent  recovery,  for  the  reason  that 
the  hospital  is  now,  and  has  been  for  several  years  exces- 
sively crowded,  the  present  number,  953,  being  twice  as 
many  as  it  can  properly  accommodate,  whereby  the  patients 
disturb  the  rest  and  endanger  the  lives  of  one  another  at 
night;  and  because  in  consequence  of  the  want  of  land  on 
which  they  might  labor,  they  are  confined  to  the  halls  or 
narrow  yards,  enjoying  none  of  the  benefits  of  exercise  and 
occupation  in  the  open  air  ;  therefore. 

Resolved,  That  the  Councils  of  the  City  be  requested  by 
the  Board  of  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor  to  take  measures 
immediately  for  erecting  a  hospital  of  suitable  capacity, 
where  the  requisite  amount  of  land  can  be  obtained  at  a 
convenient  price,  and  at  some  distance  from  and  uncon- 
nected with  any  other  department  of  the  Almshouse.

Tliat  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  Surveyor  to  prejiare  plans  and  specifications  for  the 
said  sewer,  and  that  the  contract  entered  into  for  the  con- 
struction thereof,  shall  be  in  accordance  with  such  plans 
and  specifications. 

Sect.  3.  That  before  entering  into  the  said  contract,  the 
Chief  Engineer  ?nd  Surveyor,  and  the  Chief  Commissioner 
of  Highways,  shall  cause  advertisement  to  be  made  for  sealed 
proposals  for  the  construction  of  the  sewer,  and  that  a  con- 
tract therefor  shall  be  awarded  by  them  to  the  lowest  and 
best  bidder ;  and  no  contract  shall  be  binding  on  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  until  the  same  shall  have  been  approved 
by  these  Councils. 

Sect.  4.  That  no  proposal  for  the  construction  of  the  said 
sewer  shall  be  considered  by  the  said  Chief  Engineer  and 
Surveyor,  and  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways,  unless 
accompanied  by  an  engagement  in  writing,  from  two  or 
more  sufficient  sureties,  guaranteeing  the  faithful  execution 
of  the  contract,  in  case  such  proposal  be  accepted. 

Sect.  5.  That  as  the  completion  of  the  said  sewer  shall 
progress,  there  shall  be  assessed  and  charged  upon  the 
properties  in  front  of  which  the  same  shall  be  completed, 
the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  each  lineal  foot  of 
the  front  of  the  said  properties. 

Sect.  6.  That  it  shall  be  a  condition  of  such  contract, 
that  the  contractor  shall  accept  the  sums  so  assessed  and 
clnirged  under  the  foregoing  section  of  this  Ordinance,  in 
part  payment  of  his  contract  price,  and  that  he  shall  collect 
the  same  at  his  own  cost;  and  the  better  to  enable  him  so 
to  do,  he  may  use  the  name  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and 
employ  all  legal  remedies  or  proceedings,  whether  of  lien 
or  otherwise,  to  which  the  said  City  may  be  competent. 

Sect.  7.  That  payments  may  be  made  while  the  work  of 
constructing  the  sewer  is  in  progress,  by  the  Chief  Commis- 
sioner of  Highways,  in  warrants  upon  the  City  Treasurer, 
charged  to  a  loan  for  said  purpose,  approved  October  14th, 
1872;  said  payments,  in  all  cases,  to  be  made  upon  a  cer- 
tificate of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor,  estimating  the 
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amount  of  work  doue :  Provided^  That  for  all  current  esti- 
mates, no  payment  shall  exceed  four-fifths  of  the  money 
meritoriously  earned  under  said  contract,  after  deducting 
the  ratable  proportion  of  the  assessments  referred  to  in  sec- 
tion 5  of  this  Ordinance;  said  payments  to  be  made  in  the 
bonds  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  or  in  cash,  at  the  discre- 
tion of  the  Mayor. 

Sect.  8.  Satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
contractor  to  the  Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  that  full 
payment  has  been  made  for  all  labor  done  and  materials 
lurnished,  previously  to  drawing  a  warrant  for  the  final 
estimate  oi"  work  done  by  virtue  of  this  Ordinance,  and  the 
Chief  Commissioner  of  Highways  shall  require  full  and  en- 
tire payment  by  the  contractor  of  all  labor  and  materials 
on  account  of  such  work;  and  the  said  Commissioner  shall 
give  one  month's  notice,  in  two  daily  papers,  of  the  time  at 
which  the  final  estimate  will  be  paid  :  Provided,  That  no 
part  of  said  sewer  shall  be  constructed  on  streets  not  opened 
as  a  public  highway.

Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

Gentlemen: — Upon  assuming  the  duties  of  this  office, 
I  found  it  necessary,  as  had  been  generally  the  case  at 
periods  of  interest  payment  on  City  Loans,  to  create  a  tem- 
porary loan  to  meet  the  interest  due  January  1st,  1872. 

Since  then  temporary  loans  have  not  only  been  avoided, 
but  while  adhering  strictly  to  the  requirements  of  the  Con- 
solidation Act  in  reserving  interest  money,  the  warrants  of 
the  several  departments  of  the  City  are  cashed  on  presenta- 
tion. 

The  money  being  in  the  Treasury,  inquiry  from  this  office 
was  made  of  the  Farmers'  and  Mechanics'  National  Bank,  the 
Loan  and  Transfer  Agent  of  the  City,  whether  anticipated 
payment  of  the  July  interest  could  not  be  made.  The  reply 
of  the  agency  has  been  received,  naming  the  twentieth  in- 
stant as  the  day  when  it  will  be  ready  to  commence  pay- 
ment. 

I  would  therefore  respectfully  recommend  the  passing  of 
an  Ordinance  authorizing  the  angency  to  anticipate,  at  such 
time  as  may  suit  its  arrangements  (and  it  is  well  understood 
that  the  agency  is  making  every  exertion  to  meet  the  wants 
of  the  public),  the  July  period  of  interest  payment. 

The  wisdom  of  such  action  can  scarcely  be  called  in 
question ;  for  while  no  advantage  of  rebate,  which  accrues 
to  the  United  States  Government  on  its  anticipated  pay- 
ments, is  expected,  the  enhancement  of  the  credit  of  the 
loans  of  the  City  must  surely  follow,  and  so  long  as  money 
from  loans  is  needed  by  the  City  for  permanent  improve- 
ments, whatever  tends  to  keep  her  loans  as  free  from  fluc- 
tuations as  possible,  must  be  desirable  to  the  holders  thereof.

Dear  Sir: — Your  communication  of  the  11th  inst,,  in 
substance  asking  my  opinion  as  to  whether  or  not  a  part 
of  the  money  authorized  by  the  Ordinance  of  October  21st, 
1872,  to  be  raised  by  loan  for  the  purchase  of  land  within 
and  adjacent  to  Fairmount  Park,  could  be  appropriated  by 
Ordinance  to  the  improvement  of  the  East  Park,  was  duly 
received. 

The  matter  has  been  very  carefully  considered  by  me, 
and  I  have  endeavored,  knowing  the  importance  of  the 
proposed  work  in  the  East  Park,  to  arrive  at  a  conclusion 
which  would  enable  me  to  advise  you  that  such  an  appro- 
priation could  be  made  of  the  said  money.  I  am  not  able 
to  do  so,  however. 

By  the  Ordinance  of  October  21st,  1872,  above  referred 
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to,  the  Mayor  of  Philadelphia  was  authorized  to  borrow,  on 
the  credit  of  the  City,  from  time  to  time,  $1,800,000,  to  be 
applied  as  follows:  First.  For  the  purchase  of  laud  within 
and  adjacent  to  the  Park,  $1,600,000.  Second.  For  the 
permanent  improvement  of  the  Park,  $200,000.  This 
separation  of  the  objects  for  which  the  money  to  be  bor- 
rowed was  to  be  expended,  seems  to  have  been  in  view  of 
the  provisions  of  the  11th  section  of  the  act  of  iVssembly 
relative  to  Fairmount  Park,  approved  April  14th,  1868, 
which  act  designated  the  purposes  for  which  money  might 
be  borrowed  by  the  City,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Park. 

It  seems  to  me,  that  such  separation  of  items  in  a  single 
Ordinance,  amounts  to  the  same  thing  as  distinct  authori- 
zations of  loans  in  different  Ordinances.  Whether  this  can 
be  so  or  not,  there  can  be  no  question  that  the  Ordinance 
of  October  21st,  1872,  authorized  the  borrowing  of  desig- 
nated amounts  of  money  for  specified  purposes.  This  au- 
thority, under  the  39th  section  of  the  consolidation  act  of 
1854,  could  only  have  been  done  with"  the  concurrence  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  of  each  Council.  If  now  a  ma- 
jority of  each  Council  could,  as  by  the  proposed  Ordinance, 
divert  part  of  the  money  set  apart  for  the  purchase  of  land, 
to  the  improvement  of  the  Park,  it  seems  to  me,  that  the 
very  object  contemplated  by  the  said  requirements  of  the 
consolidation  act  would  be  thwarted  ;  in  effect,  less  than 
two-thirds  of  the  members  of  each  Council  could  authorize 
money  to  be  raised  by  loan.  It  might  be  suggested,  that 
the  improvement  of  the  Park  is  so  germain  to  the  acquisi- 
tion of  land  for  it,  that  there  could  not  be  said  to  be  any 
substantial  difference  in  the  application  of  the  money  to  be 
borrowed,  whether  it  was  used  for  the  one  purpose  or  the 
other.  This,  however,  cannot  be  admitted,  especially  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  the  two  objects  are  separated,  both  in 
the  act  of  April  14th,  1868,  and  in  the  Ordinance  of  1872. 
It  is  fairly  to  be  presumed,  that  there  were  good  reasons 
why  in  the  act  and  in  the  Ordinance,  such  a  severance  was 
made.  In  pursuance  of  the  act  of  consolidation,  a  draft  of 
this  Ordinance  must  also  have  been  published  daily  for  four 
weeks,  in  at  least  two  of  the  newspapers  of  this  City,  prior 
to  its  passage  by  the  Common  Council,  in  which  it  must 
have  been  first  introduced. 
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The  purpose  of  requiring  this  publication,  can  only  liave 
been  to  aftbrd  to  the  public  information  of  the  amount  and 
nature  of  the  proposed  loan,  in  order  both  that  persons 
having  money  to  lend  or  invest  might  know  the  character 
of  the  contemplated  security,  and  that  taxpayers  might  be 
advised  of  the  uses  to  which  Councils  intended  to  apply 
money. 

Now,  if  a  part  of  the  money  specifically  set  apart  for  the 
purchase  of  lands  for  the  Park,  could  by  the  proposed  Or- 
nance  be  diverted  to  its  improvement,  therp  is  no  reason 
why  the  whole  of  it  could  not  be  so  diverted,  and  thus  the 
requirements  of  the  consolidation  act  before  referred  to, 
would  be  practically  nullified. 

In  my  opinion,  the  taxpayers  of  the  City  would  have  a 
right  to  object  to  such  action  on  the  part  of  Councils,  and 
possibly  to  prevent  its  consummation  by  injunction.  The 
holders  of  loans  issued  under  the  Ordinance  of  October, 
1872,  would  seem,  also,  to  be  entitled  to  the  same  remedy, 
inasmuch  as,  under  the  case  of  the  Western  Savings  Fund 
Society  v.  City,  7  C.  175,  the  provisions  of  that  Ordinance 
would,  in  all  probability,  be  held  by  the  courts,  if  the  ques- 
tion should  be  raised,  to  form  a  part  of  the  contract  between 
the  City  and  the  loan  holder. 

Oa  the  whole,  I  am  of  the  opinion,  that  the  authority  to 
borrow  the  said  $1,600,000,  having  been  given  by  Coun- 
cils for  a  specific  object,  viz.,  the  purchase  of  land,  no  part  of 
the  said  money  can  lawfully  be  diverted  by  the  proposed 
Ordinance  to  another  purpose,  such  as  the  improvement  of 
the  Turk.

be  by  law  recoverable  ;  and  said  fine  shall  be  paid  into  the 
City  Treasury  :  Provided,  That  the  same  shall  not  be  re- 
coverable unless  prosecuted  within  one  year  after  the  offence 
was  committed.
